Lonpon, Jan. 18.—The news from Poland 
#s atill of the arrival of fresh troops, the build- 
ing of new temporary barracks, and the gather- 
ing of supplies and munitions of war. The 
Vienna papers all receive the Czar’s Moscow 
message hoping for peace with sneers. With 
one accord they point out that Russia has most 
obvious reasons for desiring to paint things rose- 
colored until she has succeeded in raising & 
loan somewhere. It is said that every big bank- 
ing house in Paris has refused to listen to propo- 
sitions for negotiating a Russian loan, giving 
the war rumors as a reason. 

Meanwhile the Florentine consular quarrel 
has all at once assumed a character of interna- 
tional importance between France and Italy. It 
is impossible yet to say how far the exchange of 
sharp words has gone between Signor Crispl 
and M. Flourens; but the Bourses of Paris and 
Rome were alike depressed to-day by ugly 
rumors. Atany other time the affair would un- 
questionably be a second-rate squabble, easily 
patched up, but in the existing state of European 
tension even a lesser thing creates anxiety. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s speech at Salisbury 
last night is glossed over by the Tory press, who 
carefully pick out bits here and there aftording 
the Ministry comfort. But the bulk of it is 
strongly against the growth of the present 
course. Though still opposed to home rule as 
Mr. Gladstone proposed it, he went out of his 
way to enlarge on the Irish grievances and the 
necessity for meeting them calmly and gener- 
ously, and altogether made a speech which the 
Liberals are delighted with. Its toneand certain 
expressions he let fall increase into belief the 
previous suspicion that all is not going smooth- 
ly inside the Tory ranks and that some sort of 
mutiny is in the air. 

The weather has been very cold the last day 
or two, so that Londoners read with sympathy 
the accounts of the terrible blizzard in America. 
For the first time this Winter work has had to 
be suspended on the vast bridge building over 
the Firth of Forth. This is the most tremendous 
engineering enterprise ever begun, the span of 
the two central arches each being 1,710 feet, 
against 1,600 in the Brooklyn Bridge, and the 
whole length is nearly two miles, all high, and 
over a deep and stormy estuary. 

The first great book of the new year will be 
the autobiography of Garibaldi, which will be 
published at Rome at the close of this month. 
The compilation was completed in 1871-2. 
Although much of it isin the form of a diary, 
beginning about 1847, but never very regularly 
kept, it is all written in vigorous, though some- 
what uncouth, language, and there is much new 
and valuable matter about his relations with 
Mazzini and Cavour. The chapter on his love 
affair with Anita is highly picturesque. The 
whole book is certain to attract wide attention 
and comment. 

The conviction of Graham and Burns to-day for 
nnlawful assembly, although they were acquitted 
of the riot charge and of assaulting the petice, 
will raise a question whether the English Jaws of 
unlawful assembly are not ridiculously broad. 
According to this decision any on-looker on the 
outskirts of the crowd of 100,000 people that 
Sunday in Trafalgar-square. was equally guilty 
and would have got six weeks had it pléased the 
police to run him in. While there will be no 
heartaches among the people generally over 
Graham, whois a self-advertising politician, or 
Burns, whois a turbulent demagogue of the 
slums, there will be a general feeling that the 
decision which punished them on a technicality, 
while the real charges were disproved, leaves in- 
dividual liberty in somewhat of a hole. 

The heather is afireand no mistake. To-night’s 
dispatches report rejoicings and bonfires all 
over the Highlands at the failure to convict the 
erofters in Edinburgh. The Judge charged 
heavily against them, but the jury was only out 
half an hour, and there was no difference of 
opinion from the outset but one of procedure. 
The result cannot but be renewed boldness in 
the resistance of the landlord law in the North, 
aud what this may lead to no one can foresee. 
The politicians here to-night are much excited 
over the news of the revolt and say the Govern- 
ment is likely to be confronted with the neces- 
sity of passing a coercion bill for Scotland in the 
first week of tite session.

FRANCE AND ITALY QUARRELING. 
THE FLORENCE CONSULATE AFFAIR 
CAUSING MUCH TROUBLE. 

Paris, Jan. 18.—The République Frangaise 
lras a telegram from Rome which says that M. 
Flourens, the French Foreign Minister, has com- 
plained to Signor Crispi, the Italian Foreign 
Minister, of Italy’s delay in settling the Florence 
Consulate incident, and warned Signor Crispi, 
if the Italian Judge at Flerence executes his 
threat to re-enter the French Consulate and 
seize the papers sought after France will recall 
her Ambassador and take such measures as the 
honor and interest of the country demand. The 
incident mentioned consisted of a breach of con- 
sular rights on the part of the Florence police, 


who had searched the French Consulate for 
papers connected with a pending lawsuit. 

It is semi-officially announced that Count de 
Mouy, the French Ambassaaor at Kome, baving 
intormed M.Fioureus that thePraetor of Florence 
had intimated hisintention to remove on Friday 
the seals affixed by the French Consulate to the 
documents relating to the Hussein succession, 
M. Fiourens has requested Count de Mouy to 
inform Signor Crisp: that if such an act of 
violence is committed the French Government 
wili hold Italy responsible, 

The Paris urges the Government to demand 
compiete satisiactiou from Italy for the indig- 
nity offered to the French Consulate, aundin the 
event of a failure by Italy to comply to sever 
the relations between France and Lialy and ex- 
pel ail Italians from France. Several evening 

apers violently attack Italy, and La France al- 

udes to Premier Crispi as ‘* Bismarck’s valet.” 

M. Flourens, the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, aud Count Meunabrea, the Italian Am- 
Dbassador, had a friendly interview this evening. 
Anearly settlewent of the dispute over the 
Florence incident is now certain. 


RomgE, Jan. 18.—The f&:forma announces 
that the Government will postpone the removal 
of the seals placed on the Hessein documents by 
the French consulate at Florence, but declines 
to be responsible for the acts of the judicial au- 
thorities there. 


FATHER RYAN RELEASED. 
A GREAT CROWD ESCOKT HIM FROM 

LIMERICK TO HERBERTSTOWN,. 
DuBuin, Jan. 18.—Father Matthew Ryan, 
the priest who was imprisoned at Limerick for 
a@ moath for inciting the people to illegal acts in 
connection with the plan of campaign, was re- 
leased to-day. Ten thousand persons were col- 
lected around the prison, and when he emerged 
he was received with prolonged cheers. The 


Mayor of the town, the Sheriffs, the Municipal 
Council, and many members of the clergy crowd- 
ed around bim and congratulated him upon his 
release. A carriage was in waiting, and the priest 
wus driven toa hotel. The police and a force of 
military were on duty to prevent disorder. The 
crowd escorted Father Ryan 14 mules to his 
parish at Herbertsiown. The police followed 
the whole distance, but were delayed when half 
way to Herbertstown by acar which had been 
drawn across the road. Father Ryan was thus 
enabled on bis arrival home to address the peo- 
ple without interference. He advised the ten- 
auts ty adopt the plan of campaign, which, he 
said, was moral and just, notwithstanding every- 
thing that lords, both spiritual and temporal, 
said to the contrary. P 

A Nationalist meeting announced to be held at 


Ballygawley, County Tyrone, to-morrow has 
been proclaimed. 

Mr, W. J. Lane, member of Parliament for the 
Eastern Division of Cork, has been sentenced to 
a month’s imprisonment, without labor, for in- 
citing tenants to resist bailiffs. 

The Conference of the Church of Ireland, in 
session in this city, has sustained the view taken 
by the Primate of the church that the position 
of Prof. Galbraith as a member of the Finance 
Committeee of the church is incompatible with 
his membership of the National League. Prof. 
Galbraith has in consequence intimated that he 
will resign from the church committee. 


BELFAST, Jan. 18.—The Ulster Liberal- 
Unionist Committee have resolved to request 
Lord Hartington to express to the Government 
their regret at the postponement of the reform 
of local government in Ireland. 


RUSSIA'S HOSTILE ACTIONS. 
ANXIETY ON ALL SIDES—ANTI-GERMAN 
MEASURES IN RALTIC PROVINCES. 

ViennNA, Jan. 18.—The Fremdenblatt hopes 
the peaceful utterances expressed by the Czar 
in responding to the New Year’s congratulations 
of the city of Moscow fully correspond with the 
eurnest desire everywhere prevailing for the 
maintenance of peace. Itsays it cannot, how- 
ever, overlook the fact that, hotwithstanding 
the efforts made to this end, the feeling of anx- 


iety and doubt regarding the future which is 
now weighing upon everybody does not seem to 
disappear. 


PresTH, Jan. 18.—The Pester Lloyd says 
that Russia’s candidate for the Bulgarian throne 
is the Voivode Marke Milanoff of Kucsi, a lead- 
ing Montenegrin commander. The paper con- 
siders, however, that he has even less chance of 
success than the Prince of Mingrelia. 


BERLIN, Jan. 18.—The Russian Govern- 
ment has renewed its anti-German measures in 
Baltic provinces. Forty Lutheran clergymen in 
Livonia have been deprived of their benefices 
without a moment’s notice because they used 
solely the Gerinan language. The Czar revives 
the post of Governor of the three provinces, 
and that official will be specially responsible for 
Russianizing measures. 

The Polish cirelein Vienna has received an 
accession of strength in the persons of the ex- 
iled nobles hitherto residing in France and Italy. 
They have learned from Warsaw that secretly 

rinted proclamations, unauthorized by the 

olish Nationalists, bearing the arms of Poland 
and Austria, are being circulated in Warsaw. 
These proclamations call upon the Poles to rise 
in view of the impending war. The Directors of 
Polish journals in Galicia held a conference in 
Lemberg and decided to maintain the greatest 
reserve and to warn Russian Poles against the 
men who are trying to incite a rising, 

The committee of the Reichstag to-day dis- 
posed of the Landwehr clause of the Military 
bill and adopted an amendment relating to the 
period of service for the second ban, the effect 
of which will be to enable men entering the 
active army before their twentieth year to leave 
the Landwehr earlier. In the course of the sit- 
ting Gen. von Schellendorf, the Minister of War, 
stated that the measure would give the army in 
time of war an addition of nearly 700.000 
trained men. The cost is estimated at between 
80,000,000 and 100,000,000 marks. The com- 
mittee approved the bill without further amend- 
ment. 


THE TALK OF LONDON. 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—With reference to Sir 
Henry Drummond Wolff’s letter to the Times 
contradicting Mr. Shaw-Lefevre’s assertion that 
Wolff had negotiated with Mr, Justin McCarthy 
touching the home rule question, Mr. McCarthy 
himself writes that he made no such statement, 
but merely said that the Nationalists were try- 
ing to get a pledge against coercion. The home 
rule negotiations, he says, were those carried on 
with Lord Carnarvon. 

The Baptist Union has accepted the Rev. Mr. 
Spurgeon’s resignation. The committee ap- 
pointed to wait upon Mr. Spurgeon and request 


him to reconsider his determination to resign 
reported that its efforts to effect a reconciliation 
were without avail. 

Acommittee has been appointed, with Mr. 
Goschen as Chairman, to consider various pro- 
posals for reform in the Navy Department. 

The Ameer of Afghanistan has arrived at 
Jellalabad. 

A convoy of prisoners, while being taken from 
South Russia to the Caucasus, mutinied and 
attacked the engine driver. The train was 
stopped and a desperate fight ensued, in which 
eight soldiers, two gendarmes, and thirty-one 
prisoners were killed. Twenty-one prisoners 
escaped. 

The Italian bark Zio Battista, Capt. Olivari, 
from Pensacola, which arrived at Cardiff yester- 
day, reports thata seaman went mad on the 
voyage and tried to killthe Captain, whom he 
wounded. The crew were compelled to shoot 
the man dead.

The menin 
a large colliery at Paturages, near Mons, struck 
to-day without notice. 


Paris, Jan. 18.—The Paris states that 
Premier Tirard has rejected the Budget Com- 
mittee’s decision touching the taxation of the 
liquor traflic, and will make the acceptance of 


his proposals regarding the matter a Cabinet 
question. Several of the Ministers, the Paris 
adds, oppose M. Tirard, and a crisis is imminent. 

A priest in the Kouen Cathedral personated 
God ina dlalogue with the devil. The congre- 
gation became incensed, and hissed and sang 
the ‘“Marseillaise” and “Revenant de la 
Revue.” The police were called upon to quell 
the disorder. They made several arrests, but 
failed to clear the cathedral. 


LIVERPOOL, Jan. 18.—The British steamer 
Toronto, Capt. Bouchett, from Portland Jan. 4 
for Liverpool, arrived in the Mersey ‘to-day. 
She reports that during a fog oft Skerries, Ire- 
land, sbe was in collision with and sank the 
Norwegian bark Freidis, Capt. Larsen, from 
Liverpool for Savannah, and that 13 of the 
bark’s crew were drowned. Only one man was 
saved. The Toronto was only slightly damaged. 


Rog, Jan. 18.—Advices from Massowah 
say that Gen. San Marzano, the Italian com- 
mander, had reconnoitred as far as Saati and 
haa found no trace of the Abyssinians.

PLEASANT FOR THE YOUNG LADY. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 18.—Frank Powell and 
Andrew R. Parkhurst, two young men belong- 
ing to prominent families, caused a sensation in 
Baltimore-street this morning. Both have been 
paying attention to the same young lady, and 
much bitterness between the two has been the 
result. Several weeks agoa meeting to settle 
the matter according to the code was agreed 
upon, but when the time came they did not turn 


up. Since then an acrimonious correspondence 
has been carried ov. Powell received a letter 
yesterday from Parkhurst in which he says he 
was called aliar. Then he resolved to chastise 
his opponent in what he called ‘a gentlemanly 
manner.’ He purchased an ugly-looking cow- 
hide and secreted it under his coat. Shortly be- 
fore 9 o’clock this morning Powell opered 
the door of the store where Parkhurst is em- 
ployed, and called the latterout. When the 
young man reached the pavement Powell quick- 
iy pulled out the cowhide and struck bim over 
the right shoulder, Parkhurst retaliated by 
dealing Powell a sharp blow under the right eye 
with his fist.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Jan. 18.—The Novelty Ma- 
chine Works, one of the largest of the kind in the 
State, assigned yesterday to Jacob S. Buchanan. 
Assets about $60,000; liabilities unknown. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18.—The San Francisco 
Bridge Company assigned yesterday, with liabilities 
estimated at $300,000 and assets $200,000. The 


failure was caused by loss of money on a contract to 
improve the streets of the city crossing the arms of 
San Francisco Bay. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Jan. 18.—The Eagle 
Iron Works, extensive manutacturers of screws and 
iron fences here, failed last night. Daniel A. Fell, 
attorney at law, has been appointed Receiver. The 
affairs of the company have been unsteady for a 
year past, and the failure is no surprise to business 
men here. The liabilities are yet unknown, but are 
said to be very large. The company is composed of 
George S. Rippan, Timothy Parker, and George A. 
Edwards. The Dickson Manufacturing Company 
at Scranton and a number of New-York and Phil- 
adelphia iron dealers will be the heaviest losers. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—Jackson Heiss, 
wholesale grocer, at Front-street aud Girard-avenue, 
has made an assignment of all his property to the 
German Title and Trust ogy tor the benefit of 
his creditors, Itis said his labilities will exceed 
$50,000.

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LAMAR TAKES THE OATH 


AND HIS SEAT ON THE SU- 
PREME BENCH. 

THE CEREMONY BY WHICH HE BECAME 
A JUSTICE—FILIBUSTERING IN THE 
HOUSE—LIEUT. TAUNT MISSING. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Supreme 

Court of the United States sat with a full 

bench of nine Justices for the first time since 

May 4, 1885. The vacancy then created 

by the absence of Justice Woods was filled 

by the new Justice, Mr. L. Q. C. Lamar. When 
the Justices entered the court room at noon 
there were within the bar a large number of 
prominent men, including Attorney-General 

Garland, Secretary of the Interior Vilas, Sen- 

ator Vance, ex-Judge F. J. Dillon, George Tick- 

nor Curtis, J. R. Dos Passos, and many others, 

The Chief-Justice and his associates filed in in the 

usual majestic procession, with a great rustle of 

silken robes, and took their seats, leaving one 
chair vacant at the extreme left of the Chief- 

Justice, Mr, Lamar entered with the rest, but 

he wore no robe over his frock coat. He sat 

down near the Clerk of the Court, while Chief- 


Justice Waite slowly unrolled a large sheet of 
parchment. This sheet, he presently announced, 
was the commission of L. Q.C. Lamar as an 
Associate Justice. it was passed duwn to Clerk 
McKenney and by him read. The Chief-Justice 
directed that it be entered on the record, and 
then turning to Mr. Lamar inquired if he was 
ready to take the oath. Mr, Lamar bowed to 
signify his readiness. Another scroll of parch- 
ment was then produced, which Mr, Lamar held 
in his hand as he impressively read it as follows: 

“T, L. Q. C. Lamar, do solemnly swear that 1 will 
administer justice without respect to persons and do 
equal right to tne pour and to the rich, and thatI 
will faithtully aud impartially discharge and perform 
all the duties incumbent on me as Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, accord. 
ing to the best of my abil ties and understanding, 
agreeable to the Constitution and the laws of the 
United States. So help me God.” 

The oath was pronounced with great delibera- 
tion and clearness and with especial emphasis 
on the closing lines, There is a screen behind 
the long line of Justices, and as he finished the 
oath Mr. Lamar passed behind this screen. There 
he found an attendant ready to ipvest him in a 
new robe prepared for Justice Field and just 
received today. Inamoment the robing was 
completed and Justice Lamar reappeared at the 
left of the bench, standing beside the chair which 
he was to occupy. Upon his appeur- 
ance the Justices, the members of the 
Bar, and all the spectators rose. The 
Justices bowed most formally toward their 
new associate, and Justice Lamar bowed 
with as much formality in return, not forgetting 
to bow to the Bar and the spectators. Then he 
sat down and the business of the court proceed- 
ed. Half an hour later the new Justice appeared 
to be as much at homein his new robe and in 
bis new chair as if he had been a member of the 
court for a year. The new-comer always gets the 
left-end seat. When avacancy occurs above him 
he is moved over to the right end. The next 
vacancy carries him over to the second place on 
the left, the next to second place on the right, 
and so back and forth, nearer and nearer to the 
Chief-Justice with each change.

The Senate spent to-day in discussing the bill 
for refunding the direct tax of 1861, and agreed 
to several amendments of minor importance. 


An amendment offered by Mr. Vance, extending 
the provisions of the bill to the cotton tax col- 
lected under the law of 1862, excited the opposi- 
tion of Mr. Sherman, and, after a long debate, it 
was rejected by a vote of 46 to16. The bill was 
finally passed, 48 to 10. It directs the Secretary 
of the Treasury to credit to each State and Ter- 
ritory and to the District of Columbia a sum 
equal to all collections made therefrom, or from 
the citizens as iuhabitauts thereof, or other per- 
sons, under the Direct Tax act of Aug. 5, 1861. 
It remits ati moneys still due to the United 
States under such act, and it appropriates the 
amount necessary for the reim')ursement, the 
sums eollected directly from individuals to be 
held in trust by the State for the benefit of the 
persons from whom they were collected or their 
legal representatives,

Three days have now been waated by the 
House in filibustering over a bill brought for- 
ward by the Banking and Currency Committee 


to authorize national banks to increase their 
circulation from 90 per cent. of the par value of 
the bonds deposited by them to secure their cir- 
culation to the full value of those bonds, not ex- 
ceeding the amount of their capital stock. ‘The 
House is plainiy in favor of the bill. - Several 
votes have been taken to test that question, and 
the vote on Tuesday on the question of consider- 
ation was 145 to 100 in favor of entering upon 
a discussion of the measure. Democrats fur- 
nished about one-third of the affirmative votes, 
and abouta dozen of the negative votes were 
cast by Republicans. Weaver of Iowa, Green- 
back-Democrat, and Anderson of Kansas, Re- 
publican, have led the opposition, and Mr, 
Weaver has declared that he will use every par- 
liamentary privilege to prevent the passage of 
the bill. The opposition is composed princi- 
pally of men who are against the national bank- 
ing system and in favor of the issue of currency 
by the Government only.

Capt. Frank Vosburgh of the Schuyler Towing

The President has revently exercised execu- 
tive clemency in a number of criminal eases. 
Pardons were granted to W. J. Sherrill, under- 


going sentence in the Eastern District of Arkan- 
sas for violation of the postal laws; William H. 
Walter, convicted in the District of Utah for un- 
lawful cohabitation; Edwin 8. Magoon, convict- 
ed in Vermont of violating internal revenue 
laws, and James W. Pace, who has already 
served eight years’ imprisonment in Texas 
tor mail robbery. The sentence of 
feur years’ imprisonment in the case of William 
Roath, convicted in Connecticut of perjury has 
been commuted to two years, and the convict 
restored to citizenship. The sentence of six 
wonths’ imprisonment in the case of Themas 
Henderson, convicted in Utah of unlawful co- 
habitation, has been commuted to three months’ 
imprisonment. In the ease of William Johnson 
and Jefferson Cook, convicted of vicJating pen- 
sion laws and sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a tine of $1,400 each, 
the sentence was commuted tu imprisonment

Otticve Department at $2,250 a year that Mr. 
Vilas promoted him to be Chief Clerk of the In- 
terior Department at $2,500. And the green 
Stamp has not gone yet. *

RANDALLSENT T0 THE REAR 


THB PENNSYLVANIA DEMO- 


CRATS REJECT HIM. 
CONGRESSMAN SCOTT IN CONTROL OF THE 
STATE CENTRAL COMMITTEE AND 
TARIFF REFORM INDORSED. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Jan. 18.—Congress- 
man William L. Scott and his State Committee 
heid a meeting in this city this afternoon, the 
result being that Mr. Randall was relegated to 
the rear and Elliott P. Kisner of Luzerne took 
Chairman Dallas Sanders’s place as the nominal 
head of the committee. This result was accom- 
plished with little friction, tha whole course of 
Mr. Scott and his assistants in the committee 
proving conclusively that they felt sure of their 
ground and were determined to make their 
victory complete. 

Promptly at 4 o’clock, the time fixed, Chair- 
man Sanders cailed the committee to order in 
the Board of Trade rboms, a full representation 
being present. Without wasting time in pre- 
liminaries the committee proceeded to business. 
Mr. Reyuolds of Bedford presented the name of 
Sanders for Chairman, Congressman Lynch of 
Luzerne nominac.ed Kisuer, Mr. Stahle of Adams 
nominated the ion. Robert E. Wright of Allen- 


town, Mr. Moran of Allegheny seconded Sanders’s 
nomination, while Mr. Suilivanof the same coun- 
ty did alike favor for Kisner. Congressman Scott 
also seconded Kisner’s nomination 10 a speech 
in which he said he was present tor the best in- 
terests of the Democratic Party of the State and 
Nation. ‘ Pennsylvania is Democratic today,” 
he said, “if we have but the courage of our con- 
Victions and telithe truth tothe people.” He 
was here to oppose no one, but was only doing 
his duty by asking for au organization that will 
permit the whole party to geton the platform. 
The Detuocratie Party of Pennsylvania is too big 
to be owned by any one man. 

Mr. Dively of Biair, in seconding Sanders’s 
nomination, denounced office Loiders who at- 
tempt to control the politica of the State. Ex- 
Senator Strapahan of Mercer made a concilia- 
tory speech on seconding the nomination. This 
ended the speech making on this subject, and the 
committee took a ballot, which resulted: Kisner, 
42; Sanders, 35. After the applause of the 
victors had subsided Mr. Sanders announced the 
result without a tremor of the voice or the 
slizhtest relaxation of the smile on _ his face. 
When Mr. Kisner approache.i the chair, escorted 
by Messrs. Reynolds and Lynch, be was met by 
™~ - iba Chairman witha grasp ot the 

and. 

Mr. Kisner said he had never made a political 
speech in his life, but he had worked in the 
party harness since before he had a vote. He 
proposed to putin all his time during the next 
10 months in thoroughly organizing the party in 
the State, and he said the districts of the State 
would be so organized as to secure the election 
of as many Congressmen, Senators, and mem- 
bers of the Legislature as possible. He would 
know no cliques or factions, but only the whole 


‘ party. 


B. M. Neade, Esq., an attorney of this city, and 
lately mauaging editor of the Patriot, Post- 
master Myers's newspaper, Was made permanent 
Secretary of the committee. Mr. Scott then 
presented the list of gentiemen agreed upon for 
the Executive Committee. This fired up James 
Moran, an employe of Collector Bigler’s oftice in 
Pittsburg, who denounced what he ealled an 
attempt to cram certain men down the throats 
of the committee. Mr. Scott disclaimed any such 
intention, but said he had only exereised 
the right of any member of the com- 
mittee to make nominations. In  addi- 
tion to the seven names on the Scott 
siate, @ number of others were nominated. The 
committee then took a ballot, after a long 
wrungie as to methods of voting, and obligingly 
elected the Scott State ticket. The Executive 
Committee thus chosen are: The Hon. William 
A. Wallace of Clearfield, the Hon. Samuel J. 
Randali of Philadelphia, the Hon. William L. 
Scott of Erie, the Hon. William Mutchler of 
Northampton, the Hon. Eckley B, Coxe of 
Luzerne, J. H. Cochran, and Capt. William 
McClelland of Allegheny. 

After considerable discussion, Wednesday, 
May 23, was fixed as the date of the State Con- 
vention which will be held in this city. Then, 
as if to make the dose for Randall and the Pro- 
tection Democrats as bitter and nauseating as 
possible, Mr. Scott offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That this committee cordially and em- 
phatically indorse the Administration of President 
Cleveland. Ithas been thoroughly true to the best 
interests of the Republic. The peace and prosperity 
of the country are largely due to its wise and 
benign policy with respect to both foreign 
aud domestic matters. it has reformed the 
civil service, abolished useless offices, re- 
duced the cost of Government, restored many 
millions of acres of land to the public domaim, ef- 
fected a large reduction of the public debt, prevent- 
ed the importation of foreign pauper labor under 
contract, and has wisely and consistently endeav- 
ored to effect a reduction of the idle surplus in the 
Treasury and to lighten the burden of taxation borne 
by the mass of the people. 

The line of policy laid down m the last annual 
message of the President for the revision and redue- 
tion of the war tariff especially commends itself to 
us as a sure guarantee of prosperity to all classes of 
producers and of that genuine and honest protection 
to labor so long pretended but never vouchsafed by 
the monopolistic legislation of the so-called Repub- 
lican Party. We therefore avow without hesitation 
or qualification our unshaken confidence in the wis- 
dom, courage, and patriotism of President Cleve- 
land, and earnestly and hopefully recommend and 
urge his re-election to the great office which he has 
so acceptably filled. 

Mr. Davis of Lancaster objected to this reso- 
lution. The committee, he said, did not repre- 
sent the people on this subject. It was not right 
to forestall the State Convention. The people 
should havearight to consider the question 
and express their desires at the primaries. 
There may be other candidates for the Presiden- 
tial nomination. Mr. Randall may be a candi- 
date, as may also New-York’s favorite son and 
Governor, David B. Hill. (Cbheers.} The rights 
of the people aud of possible candidates should 
be respected, 

Mr. Seott said the resolution does not pledge 
the State Convention or the people of the State, 
but only the individuals voting for it. The gen- 
tleman (Davis) had mentioned certain gentlemen 
as possible Presidential candidates. As to Mr. 
Randall, he (Scott) did not believe Mr. Randall 
would be a candidate for President against Mr. 
Cleveland. He believed Mr. Randall is as sin- 
cerely in favor of President Cleveland’s renom- 
ination as any member of this committee. He 
only wanted the resvlution adopted to let the 
country know where Pennsylvania stood on 
this question. 

This settled it, and the resulution went through 
with less than a dozen dissenting voices. The 
committee then adjourned, apparently well sat- 
isfied with the afternoon’s work. After the 
adoption of a resolution of thanks to ex-Chair- 
man Sanders that gentleman quietly withdrew 
from the room, probably to rejoin his defeated 
chief at the Bolton House. The latter gentle- 
mman refuses to talk.

DOVALOS AND PANI. 


THEIR CAREER IN ST. LOUIS BEFORE 
THEY ENTERED YALE. 

Sr. Louis, Jaz. 18.—The career in this 
city of C. E. Pani and “Count” José R. Dovalos, 
two swell Mexican students who disappeared 
suddenly from Yale a few days ago, has never 
been equaled in prodigality or extravagance. 
They entered the Washington University in 
1885, and Prof. A. Maetre says that during the 
first year the pair squandered $50,000. If they 
had possessed a million they could have reduced 
their surplus as rapidly as any two 


men in the world. Nothing was too 
rich for them, and they paid all bills 
on sight, including their own, and agfter- 
times those of chance acquaintances when they 
had money to doit with. A carriage was a 
necessity when they wauted to go a block, noth- 
ing but champagne was good enough to drink, 
and $10 a plate was a low figure for their sup- 
pers. They took special delight in buying 
champagne for beggars and tramps, and then 
wouid laugh heartily to see them drink. José 
Dovalos, whose relatives reside in Aguas Cali- 
enies, is the son of a wealthy Mexican lady, who, 
as a widow, married a Spaniard in comfort- 
able circumstances, and it was he who 
settled young Dovalos’s bills with Prof. Maetre. 
Young Dovalos has three beautiful and accom- 
plished sisters, and his family seems to feel the 
disgrace more keenly than his conipanion's rela- 
tives. The mother has advanced him large sums 
of money from her private tortune, but, tiring of 
his conduct, proposes that the remainder of his 
share of the estate, which now amounts to a 
little more than $8,000, shall be given him to do 
with as he pleases, with the understanding that 
it is all he will get. Heis nighly connected, 
Archbishop Lavastida Dovalos of Mexico being 
his uncle. 

Devalos differs from nervous and excitable 
Pant. Heiscooland caleulating, and nothing 
disturbs his equauimity. He talks of millions 
as glibly as of hundreds of dollars, and it is the 
opinion of Prof. Muetre that no scheme is too 
big for him to undertake. Paniis 25 years of 
age, a good athlete, and a fine dresser. His 
father is an Italian and is avery wealthy man, 
A favorite pastime with Pani was to call for a 
bottle of champagne, and, to show his contempt 
for the cost, pour the eontents of the bottle into 
a cuspicorif convenient, if not on the carpet, 
and immediately liquidate the damage. They 
owed several thousand dollars here when they 
entered Yale, and the bills were paid by humili- 
ated relatives. 


AFTER A MEXIOAN BANK. 


RE I 
NEGOTIATIONS OF THE WESTERN NA- 
TIONAL OF NEW-YORK. 

City or Mexico, Jan. 18.—It is stated on 
what appears to be reliable authority that the 
Western National Bank of New-York has ap- 
pointed an agent here for the purpose of getting 
control of the charter of the Mortgage Bank of 
this city. This bank has the power to issue cer- 
tificates of deposit, but not notes. At present 
the only rights to issue notes are those held by 
the National Bank of Mexico and the London 
Bank of Mexico and South America. It was for 
along time supposed that the National Bank 
had a monopoly in notes, but the Londen Bank 
purchased the charter of a moribund institu- 


tion callea the Employes’ Bank, which had a 
right to issue notes, of which it had never taken 
advantage. These two banks are establishing 
branches throughout the country, and evidently 
expect to be able to control the banking busi- 
ness of the country, as the right to issue certifi- 
cates of deposit is as good a thing as anybody 
wants. The Western National Bank people will 
stand ona good solid footing if they get possession 
of the charter of the Mortgage Bank. A committee 
of three was appointed three days ago by the 
stockholders of the Mortgage Bank to confer 
with the agent of the Western National. It is 
understood that the members of the committee 
favored the acceptance of the propositions 
made them, but the third, who is a gentleman of 
large wealth and great influence, objected to 
the arrangement. The nature of his objections is 
not known, but as he is very earnest in his op- 
position he will bea very formidable obstacle 
to the success of the negotiations. 

It is believed that this matter has been grossly 
mismanaged, because the charter of the Mort- 
gage Bank was considered a few months ago al- 
most valueless, aud could have been purchased 
without difficulty and for a very small sum 
without publicity being given to the negotia- 
tions. But asthe matter leaked out to-day it is 
supposed that the two banks here will antago- 
nize the project in every possible way, and 
should the Western National Bank now get pos- 
session of the coveted cuarter it will only be by 
paying its full value. A large American bank 
here would revolutionize the banking business 
of this country and give a great impetus to 
American business. On this account the mis- 
management of the negotiations and the prob- 
able failure are doubly to be regretted, 


MAHONE’'S NEW LEAGUE. 


SENATOR RIDDLEBERGER DENOUNCES IT 
ROUNDLY. 

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 18.—Mahone was 
not present last night at the organization of the 
Virginia branch of the National Republican 
League; but the action of the meeting shows 
that he controlled it.

To the seores of Republicans who called at his 
hotel to-day to pay their respects Riddleberger 
denounced the whole aftair as one of Mahone’s 
artful dodges to perpetuate his control of the 
party machinery in the, State. Had he reached 
here in seasonable time to have attended, the 
Senator would probably have expressed these 
views to the gathering of the members of his 
party last night. Riddleberger returned to 
Washington this morning. 
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SEVEN PERSONS DROWNED. 

ENnIs, Texas, Jan. 18.—Reports were re- 
ceived here thisevening that seven persons were 
drowned in Sand Lake, 10 miles east of here. 
Two young ladies, daughters of William Will- 
iams, and a young man by the name of Babbitt 
were skating on the lake when the ice 
gave way, and they sank in seveu feet 
of water. Miss Babbitt and two little 


girls aged 9 and 13 years, daughters of Mr. 
Williams, were also engulfed and drowned in at- 
tempting te rescue them. A small child of Mr. 
Wiillams also fell through the ice and was 
only Saved by one of the arown- 
ing ladies catching and throwing it out 
on the ice. Mr. Williams, brother of the 
young ladies, who was a quarter of a mile dis- 
tant, ran to their assistance, but he was soon 
overpowered by the struggles of the drowning 
persons, and he, too, was drowned. Mrs. 
Williams, his mother, made an_ effort, to 
save them. She was pulled down, 
and would have met the fate ot 
her children, but for the timely aid of her two 
little daugbters, aged 8 and 11 years, who threw 
her a rope and succeeded in puiliug her ashore. 
The bodies of the drowned wers all found to- 
gether.

THE . PRAIRIE BLIZZARD 
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MORE VICIIMS OF THE GREAT 
STORM, 

DEAD BODIES FOUND IN IOWA, NE- 
BRASKA, AND TiXAS—SOME OF THE 
SUFFERERS. 

DusvuaQukE, Iowa, Jan. 18.—The fatalities 
of the late blizzard on the prairie districts of 
Towa are being gradually made public. Byron 
Cleveland of Manchester, Delaware County, has 
receive: information that his two sous, aged 15 
and 17 years, were frozen to death during the 
storm, together with 90 head of cattle, The 
boys were driving the cattle to water, about a 
mile from the house, when the blizzard struck 
them, and their dead bodies have just been 
found. The cattle were frozen stuf Joun Olney 
was found in a snow drift uear Marathon, 
frozen dead. Miss Mae Benning and a boy 
named Julius, 12 years of age, started in a sleigh 
to attend a party in company with two young 
men, When the storm struck them they lost 
their way, and the young men deserted the lady 
and the boy and reached a farmhouse in safety. 
The deserted pair remained out in the storm all 
night, and in the morning they were found par- 
tially covered with snow. The young lady will 
lose both lega, ani the boy’s hands and feet were 
badly frozen. He was saved from death by the 
brave girl, who wrapped him in the only blanket 
left them. ¥ 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 
living near Tekomah, died yesterday from ex 
posure in Thursday’s storm. He waiked all 
night between his horsesto keep from freezing, 
and was found halfa mile from home by neigh- 
bors, badly frozen. Miss Louise Royce, a school 
teacher, eight miles from Plainview, had but 
three pupils on the day of the storm. She started 
at 2 o’clock with the children for a house 
about 20 rods distant, but lost her way. All 
lay down in the snow. and Miss Royce 
wrapped up the little ones as best she 
could. Eariy in the night one child died, 
and later a second one, and just as morning 
broke the third child succumbed to the cold. 
Miss Royce then manzged to reach the house, 
less than ZO rods away. Both her feet are badiy 
frozen, and they will probably have to be ampu- 
tated. A school teacher and eight children, 
names unknown, are reported from Neligh to 
have perished. Five men named Stickle, broth- 
ers, are reported from the same place to have 
been frozen to death; also an old man named 
Glose and a boy named Miller. Mrs. Miller, the 
boy’s mother, was also badly frozen, and will 
lose both legs. She was returning from the fu- 
neral of another son when caught in the storm. 

Forr Worth, Texas, Jan. 18.—Two re- 
ports of freezing to death were received last 
night in addition to those sent out Monday. A 
tramp whose name is unknown, was found stiff 
near Henrietta. A negro named John Jack- 
son and another colored man were frozen to 
death near Waco. No reports of loss of live 
stock in the Pan Handle have been received aa 
yet, although the loss is known to be great. One

FARMING IN GEORGIA. 


HOW THE CREDIT SYSTEM ROBS THES 
FARMERS, 

ATLANTA, Ga:., Jan. 18.—The report of 
the Commissioner of Agriculture of Georgia for 
1887 shows a decrease from 1886 in the amount 
offarm supplies purchased by the farmers, as 
well as in the indebtedness of the farming 
classes owing to the damaging floods last July. 
There is noimprovementin the general condi- 
tion of Middle Georgia, but North and East 
Georgia have improved somewhat, while South- 
west Georgia remains at a standstill and the 


southeastern counties have retrogated to some 
extent. “It is a remarkable fact, however,” 
says Commissioner Henderson, “that the 
farmers in Southeast Georgia and throughout 
the Wire grass portion of the State generaliy 
for years past have been in better condition 
than those of the remainder of the State.” The 
reportaiso shows that farmers who have bought 
bacon and corn on time have paid 30 per cent. 
advance on cost prices for hacon tor four 
months, equivalent to 90 per cent. per annum, 
or 749 per cet. per month, aud 36 per cent. for 
corn equal to 108 per cent. per annum, or 9 per 
cent. per month. The Commissioner says these 
figures have been published for 10 years past 
and yet thousands of farmers continue to pay 
the excessive prices. 

The falling off in the purehase of supplies in- 
dicates that the farmers are giving wore atten- 
tion to diversified crops. The 1woprovement in 
this respect though smali is gratifying and 
justifies the hope that it will be much more 
marked in the near future. Tue farmers will 
get further and further away from the credit 
system by giving more attention to the produc- 
tion of such supplies as they can produce at 
home. The credit system keeps them poor,

A MOVE TO SECURE THE 

MENT OF THE LAW. 

BuFFALO, Jan. 18.—The local Civil 
Service Association is about to engage in a con- 
flict that will probably prove the life or death of 
the reform in this city. Buffalo’s city officials 
and its Common Council have been notoriously 
brazen in their disregard of the civil service law 
and the rules promulgated by the Mayor under 
its requirements, and have been equally open 
in their expressions of contempt. Appointments 
have been made time and time again without 
examinations. The Council has appropriated 
but $250 for the expenses of the Civil Service 
Commission, an official body appointed by the 
Mayor, and declined to pay the salary o! its 
Secretary. All these things have been sutfered to 
gO on without even so much asa protest antil 
now. The Secretary of the cummissiou to-day 
reported to the Buftalo Civil Service Commission 
some 20 violations of the law in the matier of 
appointments. A series of denunciatory resolu- 
tions was adopted, the Mayor's attention was 
formally directed to the violations and the vio- 
lators, and @ committee was appointed to see 
that the whole thing doesn’t fail into “innocu- 
ous desuetude.” The Secretary of the commis- 
sion has tiled a claim for his last year’s salary, 
and if that is not paid within 40 days the courts 
will be asked to cull the Aidermen to account,

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 18.—Last Spring 
Cc. S. Chamberlain, representing bimself as a 
California capitalist, induced a prominent cap- 
talist at Grand Haven, in this State, to take 
stock in a concern that be called the Great West- 
ern Cutter Company. Chamberlain raised about 
$25,000, and put upa big balloon frame build- 
ing. He fed every one on wind, but managed to 
keep things quiet until yesterday, when it came 
out that theStar Company of Chicago, through 
its branch at Lowell, Mich., had attached all the 
Great Western’s property at Grand Haveu for & 
claim of $810. Chaniberiain immediately placed 
& mortgage on record dated Jau.5 in tavor of 
Theodore Stevenson aud the Cortland Top and 
Rail Company, all of Cortland, N. Y., for 
$12,000. Yesterday the Cutler &Savidge Lumber 
Company of Grand Haveu atiached the works 
for an indebtedness of $800.

THE FRENCH AND AUSTRIA 


AMBASSADORS THEY HAVE 
HAD AND OUGHI 10 HAVE. 
AUSTRIA HERSELF WELL REPRESENTED 
IN PARIS—RELATIONS OF THE TWO 
COUNTRIES—HOW IT WAS IN EAR- 
LIER TIMES. 


Paris, Jan. 3.—Twonty yearaago if the 
question had heen put to any one with ever an 
elementary knowledge af Parisian sociaty, 
Which is the gayest, most brilliant drawing 
room in all Paris? the answer would have been, 
At thea Austrian Embassy. It was not what is 
@alled a“ political salon;’ all the leailing po- 
litical ren of the day met thers, but thera was a 
delightful absence of politicians. In short, po- 
litical influence did not predominate there, but 
secialinfluence did,that influence which is the off- 
spring of elegance of tone and refinement of man- 
ners. Perhaps thé guests were frivolous in pri- 
vate life, if one could look int« all their cupboards 
a& gooa many skeletons inight have been discev- 
ered, but nobody caréd to look into cupboards; 
and if masks were worn, at least their wearers 
were well bred apd courteous. I might add that 
nowadays skeletons are found to be quite as 
numerous as they ever were in tha ‘days ef the 
tyrants,” corruption of morals and debauchery 
haye not been banished by the adoption of the 
republic, only those who sit in high places in 
1888 are underbred, uncouth, and discourteous. 
it is not the fault of the republic, but of those 
who unfortunately represent it. Ambassadors 
to France,in this year of grace, confine them- 
selves strictly to the business for which they are 
accredited. They eenfer with our Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs, go sometimes and as seldom as 
pessibie to the Blysée, converse oecasionally 
with Deputies and Senators, and read a great 
many newspapers. But after doing all this they 
eo home, having as little to dv as possible with 
Ee outdoor life of the capital, or at the most, 
ouly 80 much of it as is represented by some of 
the great clubs. 

Andlif suck be the rule for Ambassadors in 
generalitis especiaily se for that of Austro- 
Hungary, always represented in France by dip- 
lomats of high birth and breeding. We have 
no longer, since the fall of the empire, a Prince 
veatternich, but we have had Apponyi, Beust, 
Wimpffen, and we now have Count Hoyos- 
Sprinzenstein, at one time Prince Metternich’s 
first seeretary, and, 1 think, for about three 
years, Austrian Minister at Washington. 
Count Hoyos Was a great favorite in Paris, 
where he was with the Metterniehs, and on his 
appointment here in 1883, as much wasexpected, 
mundanely, from his advent as is huped for 
from the coming of Lord Lyttun. But the 
Gount moved his embasy from the Faubourg 
St. Germain to the neighborhood of the Tro- 
eadero, where the streets are wide and the air 
pure, bit which is not exactly a political centre, 
notwithstanding the receht removal to thosa 
latitudes of the late incumbent of the Elysée, 
During the exercises of his functions of 
First Secretary Count Hoyos assisted, 
like Lord Lyons, at the fall of the Na- 
poleonie dynasty and the inauguration 
of a new régime, and after the Commune 
resumed his duties in, Paris until his chief was 
driven to resign by Thiers, who disliked the 
Metternichs with a dislike as unreasonable as it 
Was impulitic, Then fe went to Washington, 
from Washington to a seécond-élass legation in 
Europe, and finally was appointed to France, on 
the 25th of May, 1883, after the inysterious 
suicide of Cvoitnt Wimpffen. M. Hoyos has 
reached the top of the diplomatic ladder at an 
age when the majority of his colleagues can 
only look forward to it in the distant future, and 
in all his career he has to thank not only his 
name and his family connections, but also the 
correctness of his attitude and the rectitude of 
bis judgment, for the rapidity of his promotion. 
The Count is about 50 years of age, his features 
are regular, his appearance refined, his manners 
reserved but courteous, affable, but with that 
shade which discourages any attempt at famil- 
igrity; he is not what would be called a good 
fellow, but what all must calla gentleman. His 
embassy, as his house, is well kept and cor- 
rect, showing in every particular the hand of a 
hard-working, experienced chief, who gives to 
all his subaiterns the example of professional 
assiduity in the most minute details, 

From & political standpoint the question may 
be asked, What does the Austrian Ambassador 
do iu Paris? Is his Government friendly to the 
French? Is there auy community of interest on 
matters of genera) policy between France and 
Austria? To the first of these questions I shall 
reply: The Austrian Ambassador is put here to 
wateh the political tide, tor Austria has always } 
80 trimmed her political sails as to cateh the 
wind—when she could. To the second the an- 
awer is: Since the mouth of October, 1879, Aus- 
triais the ally of Gerimany; the two empires 
have mutually guaranteed to each other the 
integrity of their respective térritories; to Ger- 
many, Alsace and Lorraine; to Austria, every 
province now beneath her sceptre, inciusive wf 
Bosnia and the Herzegovina. The treaty has 
already lasted eight yeara, and though it may 
not be eternal, our generation is not likely to 
witness its abrogation except as the sequel of 
some great internatioual cataclysm. As a con- 
sequence of this treaty, if a war should break 
out between France and Germany, and if this 
war should turn out in favor of the French or if 
the French should find an ally, Austria is bound 
to come to the assistance of the German Em- 
pire. But in this arrangement, when first 
made, there was no afterthought hostile to the 
French; in 1879 Austria feared trouble with 
Italy and with Russia, and it was to guard 
against possible aggression from Russia and 
Italy that she signed the compact which now 
may oblige ber to go to war wiih the only powet 
on the Continent from whom she has naught to 
apprehend. For France the nationat secular 
snemy until 1854 was England, and since 1870 
is Germany. Upto 1866 the Austrians most 
detested Prussia ana the Italians; to-day all 
their precautions and preparations have a8 their 
objective a contlict with Russia. 

It weuld be unjust to make the Government of 
the French Republic directly responsible fer the 
circumstances which, on this ground, have fa- 
vored the policy of M. de Bismarck, aud yet 1t is 
impossible to deny that the starting point of the 
manuceuyres which have culminated in the isola- 
tien ef France was the resignation of Marshal 
MacMahon in January, 1879. If he was nota 
great captain even his critics adihit that he was 
a splendid soldier; he was simple, loyal, disin- 
terested; he never hesitated to sacrifice interest 
to prineiple. While Marshal MacMahon was at 
the Elysce, and at the moment of his departure 
thenee, unlike M. Grévy, @ much poorer man 
than When its occupancy was thrust upon him, 
the relations between France aud Austria were 
of the most cordial kind. And this was due not 
only to the gallant soldier personally, but to the 
most happy selection of the French Ambassador 
at Vienna, that remarkable dipiomatist, that 
savavt and high-bred gentleman, the Marquis de 
Vogiié, who declined to serve under the prede- 
eessor of M. Carnot and, notwithstanding the 
efforts of M. Grévy’s Government, refused to re- 
consider his decision. 

Since the Marquis left the Austrian position 
the choice of his suceessors there has not been 
fortunate, though the Austrians have always 
continued to be scrupulous in their selections 
for the French post. Count Wimpifen belonged 
to the “ecareer;” he had occupied first-ciass 
positions at Berlin and Rome; Count de Beust 
had been Chancellor of the empire and Ambassa- 
dor at the Court of St. James, and Count 
Hoyos owes his exalted situation ex- 
clusively to services rendered in _ the 
diplomatic field, and in the diplomatic field 
only. All of these were, like Count Apponyi, 
and, before him, Prince Richard Metternich, 
taken from the élite of the Austrian diplomatie 
corps, and no fault was ever found with either 
their deeds or their words. Butit is impossible 
to understand what aberration of reason pre- 
sided at the appointment of M. Teisserene de 
Bort, an excellent, well-meaning, commonplace 
provincial, witha certain amount of Parliament- 
ary and local notoriety, who had been a tolera- 
bly inefficient Minister of Commerce, but with- 
out any diplomatic training, and, I may 
add, without even an elementary idea 
of the usages of that punetilious society 
into which he was suddenly transplanted. M. 
Teisserenc did not do quite as bad as that other 
French Ambassador to 8t. Petersburg who, 
speaking of the Nihilists, told the Czar that 
“Russia would never know domestic peace un- 
til she was endowed with arepublic.” No! M. and 
Mme. Teisserene de Bort oniy made themselves 
ridiculous by their gross breaches of etiquette, 
proceeding solely from ignorance; and, as no 
weapon is more fatal than ridicule, the Ambas- 
sador asked to be relieved, after all Vienna 
ladighed untilit cried over this Frenchman who 
did not know better than to put on the Grand 
Cordon of Francis Joseph, with which he had 
been presented, as King Dagobert put on his 
coat—hind part before! 

Nor did those who came after him do much 
better. and there was along series of failures, 
until the present representative there was se- 
lected; since Comte du Chatel fills the post the 
French Embassy at Vienna has ceased to be an 
international laughing stock. This carelessness 
in selection has proved very unfortunate. To 
have a good man at Berlin was ail that seemed 
to the Government, necessary; they never 
imagined and scareely yet understood that 
neither at Vienna nor elsewhere is it safe to 
have any one who is not thoroughly informed in 
ali the tricks of the most slippery trade ever in- 
vented. By his character and his person Count 
Hoyos gives the exact measure of what France 
may hope for or fear from tne Cabinet of 
Vienna. The diplomatist is te allintents and pur- 

os6s a thorough Parisian; he khows the turbu- 
enes and the passions ofits populations too well 
to forma rash judgment on illusory appear- 
abcess, or to despair of the resurrection of French 
prestige eventually, although his former chiefs 
were premature in their expectations of its im- 
minence, He will never write or itter an unjust 
word or an exaggerated appreciation. He will 
in the future, as he has done in thé past, state 
things as they are, and express his views and 
forecasts impartially, but he will not seek to 
jumble the cards. His country seeks Ssiticerely 
after peace, ancdif, bound by her German com- 
pact, Austria be forced to draw the sword again 
against France, it will bé with bseéntimertits 
ef gennine regret. Magenta and Solferino 
did not leave such bitter memories pehind them 
as Jena and Eylau, Met, Strasburg, aud orien.

TEE READING STRIKE, 


NO CHANGE WHATEVER IN THE SITUA- 
TION OF AFFAIRS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18,—President Cor- 
bin of the Philadelphia and Reading Road was 
in this city to-day and was busy for several 
hours with Directors Baer and Antelo and dif- 
ferent executive officers of the company. It 
Was rumored that Mr. Baer, who lives at 
Reading, brought down with him the 
memorial adepted by a joint committee 
of Councils and the Board of Trade 
of Reading, and it was said oh the street that 
Mr. Baer was urging upon President Corbin the 
wisdom of making somé contessions te the 


miners. This was mere speculation, and asa 
matter fact Mr. Baer did net bring down 
the memorial, and it has since been learned 
that the President of the Reading Board of 
Trade has refused to sign the documents. There 
is no change whatever so far as the position of 
the company Is concerned, and the strikers seem 
as firm as 6ver. 

The first coal for over two days from the 
Schuylkill region arrived in this city this morn- 
ing. It consisted of 25 cars and attracted a 
great deal of attention as it passed down Penht- 
sylvania-avenue. EKight cars were moved acrosé 
the city by way of Willow-street, aud 
every one who saw them stopped and 
gtared at the rare sight. Every one wuudered 
where the coal came from, and little groups on 
Willow-street Watched the cars on their tri- 
ulphal course. Itis said that the experiment 
of using bitumineus or aoft coal on the 
Reading Railroad enyzines is not proving a suc- 
cess. The locumotives cannot make their usual 
time. 

A tour among the coal yards of the retail deal- 
ers shows that the larger portion of the coal 
being récvived in the city is the Wyoming, which 
is very soft, and in time of peace has but little 
market, The general opinion expressed by the 
dealers in the northern part of the city is that 
unless a settlement is soon made the retail price 
of coal will certainly take another jump, though 
there does not appear to be any immediate 
danger of a famine. 


READING, Penn., Jan. 18,—The sending 
of an appeal to President Corbin, asking him to 
use his efforts to speedily terminate the miners’ 
and railroaders’ trouble, bas resulted in consid- 
erable ill feeling and bad blvod. The appeal 
was given out as*the joint effort of the 
committees of touncils and the Board of 
Traas. However, when the paper wassent to Mr. 
Corbin thrvugh the company’s representative in 
this city, George F. Baer, it only bore. the 
signatures of the five members of the councils’ 
committeé and Mayor Kenney. Isaac MeHose, 
President of the Board of Trade, refused to sign 
the appeal, and none of the committee from the 
board signed it. Mr. McHose has written a let- 
ter to Mayor Kenney, in which he says 
an appeal to settle should also have been 
sent to the miners. He thinks that by 
only asking President Corbin to effect a settle- 
ment it would appear that the company is 
alone in the wrong. He charges the Mayor 
with being a Knight of Labor, and referring to 
the appeal sent to Mr. Corbin says: “Itappeais 
only te one side of the trouble and does oot 
meet the case in, my opinion, as it should, 
for there are wrongs on both sides, and 
both parties should therefore be appealed to.” 
Mayor Kenney, in a public reply, says that 
councils instructed its committee to Confer with 
President Corbin only, and that Mr. McHose is 
offended because he was not given more prom- 
inence in the matter. Mr. McHose is the operator 
of several furnaces in this section. Mayor Ken- 
ney and ex-Congréssman Anoona Wrote the ap- 
peal. The Mayor has been a Knightof Labor 
lor some years. 


PoTTsvILLE, Penn., Jan. 18.—This has 
been the most stagnant day in the history of the 
strike. ‘The excitement attending its early 
stages has subsided as the novelty of the situa- 
tion has worn off, and the enthusiasm which at 
first animated its participants has now lapsed 
into a &pirit of dogged obstinacy with one por- 
tion or regretful apathy with another. The 
stand taken by some of the Catholic clergy of 
the county in antagonizing the miners’ strike 
and coiudemning it froin their pulpits occasions 
considerable perturbation among the leaders, 
although they affect to regard 1t as of little con- 
sequence, Chairman Lee expresses himself as 
confident that this clerical intervention will 
have no effect upon the men who, he says, are 
intelligent enough to comprehend tho sitnation 
fot themselves and courageous enough to 
act upon their own convictions, It is sig- 
nificant, however, that he lost no time, after 
verifying the reported utterances of Father 
O’Reilly of Shenandoah and Father Duffy of 
New-Philadelphia, in taking every possible pre- 
caution to neutralize their influence. 


SHAMOKIN, Penn., Jan. 18,—The Merriam 
Colliery, owned by the Reading Company, re- 
sumed operations to-day with a greatly reduced 
force. 

ALBANY, Jan. 18.—At the meeting of the 
State Workingmens’ Assembly to-day the fol- 
lowing resolution, offered by P. J. McCafirey of 
Brooklyn, was adopted:

perpetual jubilee of lamb shearers.

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THE PIG IRON MARKET.

GREAT DROP IN PRICES DURING THE 
PRESENT YEAR.., 


PittsrurG, Jan. 18.—A crisis has been 
reachedin the pig iron market. Prices have 
dropped since the first of the year $4 per ton. 
Some peopie have been pretty badly squeezed, 
and a number of the furnace men, who claim to 
have no handin bearing the market, have simply 
banked their furnaces and are how awaiting de- 
velopments. They say such a daciine is cer- 
tainly unwarranted, and that they cannot 
manufacture and sell pig iron at present 
prices, except at a loss. The Du:bar and 


Chanotte furnaces have both closed, being un- 
able to pay present wages, orin any way con- 
tinue the manufacture of pig iron at a profit. 
Milliron isnow selling the highest at $17 per 
ton, four months’ time. During January the rul- 
ing price has been $21 a ton for the same grade 
of iron, There has been a reduction of 25 cents 
per ton in the price of coke since Jan. 1. But 
there has been no reduction in ore, and freight 
rates remain practically the same, 

“There is no good reason,” remarked a pig 
fron inan this afternoon, “why there should 
have been such a reduction in the price. Ido 
not know who have been the chief bears, but it 
is generally believed to be the Carnegions. Since 
their rail mills have been closed I know they 
have beeu placing large quantities of pig _iren 
upon the market, and have been selling it, I un- 
derstand, a littlelower than any oneelse. The 
Carnegie firm issued a circular a short time 
ago to the iron trade atating that they 
had pig iren for sale, and these desiring 
to purchase would find it to their interest 
to make inquiries before purchasing elsewhere. 
Tt was not long after this circular was issued 
before prices went to piecés. 1 do not think there 
is any doubt that the Carnegies have been un- 
dereelling the pig iron market, the statements 
of Mr. Andrew Carnegie, as credited to him ina 
press dispatch from New-York to the contrary 
notwithstanding. I know where the Carnegies 
placed an order for 50 cents a ton less than the 
market price. This was the inducement and it 
was taken; but this is their business. Perlaps 
they have quite a stock of ore on hand, and, as 
the indicatiens are that there will be a reduction 
in the price of ore, they want to get the pres- 
ent stock worked off. One effect has been that 
the furnnce owners afte making an effort to cut 
down the cost of production in any way possible. 
They had demanded a rednetion in wages of em- 
ployes, Carnegie with the rest. Of course fur- 
nace owners cannot pay present wages as long 
as present prices rule, but why should pig iron 
remain at this low figure? Here is a point for 
the workmen, and they should use it when the 
question of wages is submitted to a Board of 
Arbitration. There is no good reason, as I said 
before, why the price of pig iron should remain 
where it is, and the workmanshvuuld not be com- 
pelled to suffer a reduction in wages in conse- 
quence of the recent cut. A few of the furnace 
owners, for reasons of their own, are entirely re- 
aponsible for the cut.’

Whereas, The effect thereof is most oppressive 
upon the laboring classes of the whole country, as 
an instance of which the price of hard coal has this 
seasen in Central lowa been advanced $3 to $5 per 
ton: and 

Whereas, Such combinations seriously affect the 
welfare and business interests of the country at 
large; therefore, 

fesolved, By the Twenty-second General Assem- 
bly of the State of Iowa, that the Senators and 
Representatives in Congress from the State of Iowa 
be and the same are requested to use their influence 
and talent in the investigation of the wrongs and 
abuses hereinbefore set forth, and the enactment of 
laws by which the constitutional authority of Con- 
gress may be exercised in a just and wise regulation 
or correction of such abuses. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of State of lowa be 
instructed to forward to each Senator and Kepre- 
sentative in Congress from lIowaa certified copy of 
this memorial and joint resolution.

DISEASED UATTLE KILLED. 
PovuGnKEEpSIE£, N. Y., Jan. 18.—About a 
week ago pleuro-pneumonia broke out among 
cattle belonging to Farmer Neidlinger, near 
Highland, Ulster County.

Then the State 
Board was notified, and State Officer Low 
was sent to the Neidlinger place, and upon in- 
vestigation confirmed Dr. Faust’s report, Yes- 
terday the remaider of the herd was ordered to 
be killed, and after appraisement as to their 
vaiue were slaughtered. The disease was taken 
into Ulster County by a cow shipped there from 
New-York last Fall. The tarmers in the vicinity 
are much excited, thinking the disease will 
spread, 
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KILLED BY A SNOWSLIDE. 
BEALLVILLE, Penn., Jan. 18.—News has just 
been received here of the death in a Colorado snow- 
slide of Budd Guseman, a well-known citizen of this 
county. He was at the Silver Bell Mine, near Ophir, 
and left acabin with two miners, named Peterson 
and Hodges, to go onashort prospecting trip. As 


the three men were passing along theedge ofa 
mountain, half way to the summit, which was 2,000 
feet above the gulch, an avalanche of snow sudden- 
ly bore down upon them. There was no way to 
escape from the path of the slide, and the men were 
dashed along with it down the mountain. The 
miner Hodges managed in some way to keep on the 
surface of the snowpack, and as it crashed on 
through and over trees and rocks he grasped a 
branch ofa pine tree and succeeded iu holding on to 
it until the fury of the great slide was spent. Guse- 
man and Peterson were buried beneath the mass of 
snow and earried with it to the gulch, a thousand 
feet below. The slide oceurred two weeks ago, but 
it has been impossible to recover the bodies of the 
two victims of the avalanche.

FAC SIMILES OF MONEY PROHIBITED. 

CuHIcAGO, Jan. 18.—United States Commis- 
sioner Hoyne heard the opening evidence in the case 
agaicst A. Zeese, of the electrotyping firm of Zeese 
& Co., 119 Monroe-street, who was arrested and 
brought into the United States Court by Capt. 
Porter of the Seeret Service for having in 
his possession certain plates giving fac simile 
impressions of United States currency. The plates 
are manufactured and svid by Zeese & Co. to cus- 
tomers who use them ostensibly for advertising 
schemes. They 80 closely resemble the plates used 
in the production of counterfeit bills that the Gov- 
ernment has determined to prohibit their further 
manufacture and sale.

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MURDERER COFFEY CUTS HIS THROAT IN 
HIS CELL. ad 


PittspurG, Fenn., Jan. 18.—Edward 


Coffey, who deliberately shct and killed Police-— 


man Evans three years ago, and whose friends 
have since almost moved heayen and earth to 
have him acquitted, will *escape the hangman 
afterall. This morning the Pardon Board at 
Harrisburg heard his case and gave their final 
decision against him. Two hours later he cut 
his throat in his cell in the County Jail. Mr. 
Wurzell, one of his attorneys, had just informed 
him of the action of the board and turned to leave, 
when Coffey drew a small sized penknife 


from his pocket, which he has been carrying for 
some time, and with a dextrous jerk he pulled 
the keen blade across his throat, cutting it from 
ear to ear, severing the windpipe, the ends pro- 
truding through the gaping wound. He lay in 
his cell a few minutes before any ene discovered 
him. »Then one of the turnkeys heard some one 
breathing heavily and groaning in the south 
range of the jail, where Coffey’s cell was. He 
ran down to the place and saw the man lying on 
the floor with the blood Nowing from a wound 
in his neck. 

‘Lhe turukey immediately informed Warden 
Berlin, who was just letting Mr. Wurzell out. 
The Warden called in the jail physician and 
several other doctors, who did all they could to 
relieve the man. They stated, however, that it 
Was impossible to save his life, and expressed the 
belief that he could not survive mors than a few 
hours. The news of the attempted suicide cre- 
ated great excitement on the streets and all the 
afternoon and evening the jail was beseiged 
with friends of the condemned man anxious to 
hear of his condition. At 11 ‘o’clock be was still 
living, but his death was hourly expected. 

The crime for which Coffey was under sentence 
of death was the Killing of Policeman Evans. 
Cottey had been spending the night carousing, 
and about 5 u’clock In the morning was in ecom- 
pany with a congenial apirit returning from his 
bightly haunts. He was intoxicated, and being 
a desperate character was abusive andinsulting. 
He became invoived in some discussion with 
parties rear by, and was ordered to 
desist by Officer Evans. Coffey became 
angry and threatening, and was taken in cus- 
tody by the policeman. Before the officer had 
taken many steps Coffey, in a moment of drunk- 
en rage, drew arevolver and shot Evans, the 
arresting officer, in a vital spot. Shertly after 
the wounded man died. Coffey had many friends 
in political cireles, and no stone was left un- 
turned in their endeavors to have him acquitted.

A OOAL OPERATORS VIEWS. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: , 

After more than ten years of comparative 
peace and quiet in the anthracite cecal region 
tribntary to the Reading Railroad we are called 
upon to face a strike at a time when coal is 
most needed for domestic purposes, and when 
scarcity and high prices most deeply affect out 
pockets and our comfort. Untiring efforts will 
be made by the leaders of the labor unions to 
accomplish their ends, and as failure means the 
end of their present lucrative occupation their 
zealis not te be wondered at. What are the 
real sentiments of the majority of the miners ? 
Whether a secret ballot would result in work or 
idleness cannot be known. At their meet- 


ings it is never suggested that there are two 
sides to the question; the talking is dene by two 
or three persons only, whose arguments censist 
mainly of assertions as that “the iron heel of 
the oppressor is grinding the poor workingman 
iato dust.” Itis to be noted that we never hear 
an Ameriean allege that anybody is engaged in 
grinding him in the dust. We will ask fer more 
wages quickly enough, but only when he knows 
that if you do not graut it he can get it else- 
where. Judging from what we have seen in the 
past Mr, Corbin must prepare for several 
month's suspension of coal tonnage beyond 
what little may be produced by tho individual 
operators and small companies, who will pay 
the advance pending the struggle for the money 
they can make at the increased price to be 
had while the Reading is idle. This is 
an old game that has always been 
played to a greater or less extent § at 
such times. The demand of the miners is for 
8 per cent. More on the $2 50 basis, the rate at 
which they have been working since Sept. 1 
last, Which results in $12 96 per week instead 
of $12, when coal averages $2 50 per ton. As 
the expression $2 50 basis occurs so frequently 
In reports from the coal regions, and as it is 
understood by so few of your readers, [ may be 
allowed to explain précisely what it means, and 
ean best do so by going back a number of years 
in the history of the trade. Up to 1863, or, to 
be exact, the Autumn of 1862, the current 
rate of wages for miners was $6 per week, and 
contractors who earned $9 to $10 were lookea 
upen as exceptionally skillful and industrious. 
The nominal price of stove coal then was $1 75 
per ton, and though seme of it, the best, brought 
that much, perhaps most of it sold for less. 
Strikes were infrequent and wages varied but 
little, the custom being to reduce slightly 
at the close of navigation and advance 
again about April 1. The demand for 
coal occasioned by the war, which waa first 
felt after the great freshet of June, 1862, ran 
prices steadily upward until some rates were 
inade as high as $38 per tonin paper money, 

equal, perhaps, to $3 25 pow. Miners’ wages 
advanced to $18 per week and contractors made 
from $7 to $10 per day without trying very 
hard. All the conditions were favorable for the 
organization of labor, workingmen having plen- 
ty of time to listen toa recital of their wrongs 
by those of their fellews who seem to be always 
lying in wait for the opportunity, and the oper- 
ators soon came to be informed that all ques- 
tions growing out of the reiations of employer 
and employed must be referred to and settled by a 
committee representing the Workingmen’s 
Benevolent Association. One of the earliest de- 
mands of this association was for a sliding scaleof 
wages based on the price of coal. Here was pre- 
sented a new and very troublesome question-- 
one full of intricacies and difficulties. Who was 
prepared to say just how much of the cost of 
mining coal ought to go to the miner as his pro- 
portion? [tis provably within bounds to assert 
that no workingman ever lived who was compe- 
tent to decide it, andto how many among the 
manufacturers and producers who employ labor 
would you intrust the solution of se gravea 
problem? it requires an extensive and accurate 
knowledge of cest accounts bearing upon the 
particular subject to whichit is tu be applied, com- 
bined with degrees of fairness and unselfishness 
rarely to be found among business men. Many 

interfiews and much discussion ensued between 

the representatives of the parties in interest be- 

fore asettiement was arrived at, and at least a 

year, in the aggregate, of strikes grew out of it. 

The difficulty was to get a starting point—a 
basis. The miners on their sice required that $3 
per ton for coal and $15 per week for miners he 
agreed on. The operators resisted this because 
coal did not then average $3, and there was no 
propriety in adopting figures that were not like- 
ly ever to be realized, and which, in fact, have 
not been realized to this day. Then followed 
what was known as the strike for the three-dol- 
lar basis. The offer of the operators was to pay 
$12, $10, and $9, respectively, to miners, 
inside laborers and outside laborers, when coal 
averaged $2 50 per ton at the point of delivery 
at the head of canal navigation at Schuyl- 
kill Haven, 89 miles from Philadelphia. The 
outcome was a compromise. The two-dollar- 
and-fifty-cent basis was adopted with a modt- 
fication that works great injustice to the 
operator and gives the miper more than his fair 
share. I refer to the exclusion of pea coal in 
inaking up the average price. The effect is to 
give the miner fully 10 per cent. more wages 
than he would get under a just, honest plan of 
distribution. Now, let us look at the experienee 
ot the Reading Company, and see how much the 
poor workingman has suffered from the iron 
heel of the oppressor. During Mr. Gowen’s ad- 

winistration he was so Magnanimous as to 

promise that, no matter how low coal 
fell, wages should not be reduced below 

the two-dollar-and-fifty-cent point, and his 
successors have acted in the same spirit, 

though I believe there have been slight 
reductions a few times since his day; the 
basis providing that wages shall riseor fall 1 per 
cent. when coal rises or falls 3 cents per ton, 

Keepin mind that it was originally intended 
and expected by the operator that when the 
entire product of the mine averaged $2 50, the 
miners’ wages were to be $12 per week, this 
being all thathe can afford to pay if he is to be 
allowed to live. The averace price obtained by 

the Reading Company in 1886 for their entire 

annual product, all sizes, did not much, if at all, 

exceed $1 50 perton (I have none of their re- 

ports by me, and their system of cost accounts 

is entirely different from mine.) The miner 

then received nearly, if not quite, 33% per cent, 

more pay for thatyear than his share. With the 

better prices for 1887, including the little spurt 
in the Autumn, Iam not very wide of the mark 

in saying that the average is not much, if 

any, above $2 25, and, therefore, for this 

yeur, it willbe seen that wages averaged 12 to 

15 per cent. at least above what should have 
been. The case of the poer miner has rather a 

queer look in the light of these little matters of 

fact. Really he has suffered from nothing that 

he has not brought upon himself in the past 25 

years except, perhaps, occasional lost time in- 

cident to overproduction, and judging from his 

courses now and in the past, time is a commodi- 

ty he sets little store by, as he has been known 

to lose six to seven months of it together at the 

simple behest of a few of his brethren. 

Compare the purchasing power of $6 per 
week paid 25 years ago with that of 
$12 minimum paid siace then. If 1 remem- 
ber rightly, Mr. Edward Atkinson’s inter- 
esting tables do not show such an increase 

in the wages of cotton operatives, great as that 

has been. Compare, too, $1 75 for stove coal 
then with $3 now. Wages have doubled, but 
not so coal. Arbitration of the present dispute 
need not be feared, provided competent judges 
of the facts can be found. But there is the rub. 

Who that have the requisite qualifications for 
such work would be acceptabie to both sides ? 
Arbitrators assume, generally, that their office 
is to eftect a compromise. There is no room for 
compromise here. The Reading cannot afford 
to advance the two-dollar-and-fifty-cent basis 1 
cent. Neither can the public afford it, for the 
cost of coal must come out of the consumer 
every time.

the introduction and shipment intoor through 
this State of cattle shipped ail or anv part of the 
way from the States of Texas, Arkansas, Louist- 
ana, Alabama, Mussissippi. Fioriaa, Georgia, 
Tennessee, North Carolina, South Carolina, and 
Indian Territory during the months of March, 
April, May, June, July, August, September, and 
October on account of the danger from con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonia or Texas fever.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTEREST, 

Commissioner Pierson’s Committee of General 
Passenger Agents of the trunk lines met yesterday 
at Commissioner Fink’s ollice and made final ar 
rangements for a system of through checks for bag- 
gage from New-York to San Francisco. These 
through checks wiil be given on baggage at the 150 
pounds allowed each first-class ticket holder, but 
baggage above the 150-pound limit will have to be 
rechecked at Missouri River points as heretofore, 
The through checks will be a pleasant thing for 
transcontinental travelers. The details of the plan 
were worked out by Commissioner Pierson as a com: 
mittee of one. 

It has been decided by Commissioner Fink to 
allow the New-York, Lake Erie and Western, the 
West Shore, and Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railways to extend their freight differentials to 
Cleveland, Pittsburg, and Youngstown, Ohio. The 
right to do this was claimed by the Erie when it 
issued its tariff sheets last Saturday. The West 
Shore also took the differentials to these points, and 
now the Commissiouer has sanctioned the act.on of 
these roads, 

The Illinois Central Railroad Company has 
declared the usual semi-annual dividend of 3% per 
cent., payable March 1. upon the entire capital of 
$40,000,000, The transfer books close Feb. 8 and re- 
open March 15, 

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—The Michigan Central to- 
day decided to at once put on sale 1,0600-mile ticketa 
at $20, or2 cents a mile. It takes off sale the 2,000 
mile tickets at $40. The special committee of the 
Western roads to-day concluded to recommend 
to the managers to retain the present sys- 
tem of $40 for 2,000-mile tickets and $25 
for 1.000-mile tickets and ignore the action of the 
Illinois Central in selling at $25 for 1,000 miles 
with a rebate of $5. Whether the Eastern roads will 
similarly ignore the Michigan Central remains to be 
seen. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 18.~—The Transconti- 
nenial people held another meeting to-day and 
made some progress toward completing their as. 
sociation, but representatives of all the lines are 
not hereyet.

The appeal 
taken by the convict having been finally and ad- 
versely determined against him, and all legal pro- 
ceedings having been determined, [ have, with the 
approval of the District Attorney, granted the con- 
demned a brief respite. This has been done for the 
purpose of giving him a few more davs in whieh to 
prepare to meet his end, and of fixing another day 
in the week for his execution than the one which 
the courts have for a long period been accustomed 
to name, and which custom, I believe, should not 
longer continue.

PAID DEARLY FOR A FROLIC. 
A YOUNG WOMAN TAUGHT A LESSON 
? FOR HER LIFE, 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 18.—An ex- 
tracrdinary case that looks like the infliction of 
undue punishment for a wild and thoughtless 
prank onthe part of a schoolgirl has just oc- 
curred near here. The parents of Ruth Perry, 
a girl in her seventeenth year, not long since 
removed from near Deposit toe the Black Hills, 
Dakota, leaving her behind attending school at 


the Deposit Academy. Being freea from pa- 
rental restraints and full of life and 
frolic, it not unnaturally happened that, 
while remaining an honest and virtu- 
ous girl, she broke over even such 
lax rules of decorum ag prevail among country 
neighbors. One night recently she and a com- 
panion of her own age named Mary Watson 
Started out on a mischiet-making lark, and 
among Other pranks they entered the henhouse 
of a neighboring farmer and killed and carried 
off two or three of his fancy chickens. The 
angry farmer had no trouble in finding out who 
committed the offense, and he caused them to 
be arrested on the charge of petty larceny. : 

When arraigned before Justice Fletcher 
Palmer of Deposit the frightened and shame- 
faced and penitent girls owned up to what they 
haddene. But Mary Watson pleaded that she 
was enticedinto the prank by her companion, 
and did not in fact herself enter the henhouse. 
The Justice reprimanded and discharged her. 
Poor Ruth Perry could only plead guilty, and 
was without counsel or parents to intercede for 
her. The Justice sentenced her to confinement 
in the county jail at Delhi for the term of one 
roonth, 

Two Gays later Ruth’s mother arrived in De- 
posit from her Western home on a visit to her 
daughter, and first learned, on arrival, of her 
girl's imprisonment and disgrace. The mother’s 
heart-breaking grief tonched the sympathies of 
all, and with one accord the leading citizens of 
Deposit, including Justice Palmer, who imposed 
the penalty, joined in a movement for securing 
the girl’s release from prison. County Judge 
Arbuckle was appealed to, and he promptiy in- 
tervened and ordered her released on bail, 
which undoubtediy ends the prosecution. The 
imprudent and penitent girl will shortly return 
with her mother to their home in Dakuta. 
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ULSTER OOUNTY’S 
THE EXPERIMENT OF KEEPING THEM 
CHEAPLY TO BE TRIED. 

Kinaston, -N. Y., Jan. 18.—The Super- 
visors of Ulster County were in session in this 
city yesterday and to-day, and by a vote of 15 
to 8 have decided that anew poorhouse shall be 
built, and that the county buildings now in use 
at New-Paltz shall be used solely for insane asy- 
lum purposes. This decides the question that 
has agitated the public mind for weeks, and 
there is reason to believe that it will be the 
means of inaugurating a new system for caring 
for insane paupers in at least nine counties in 


this State. ‘the Ulster County Supervisors have 
appointed a committee with power to erect the 
new buildings, and as soon a3 an act of the 
Legislature is obtained work will be begun. 

Itis a noteworthy circumstance that the State 
Board of Charities and the local braneh of that 
organization have opposed the plan of keeping 
insane at New-Paliz on the ground of humanity. 
It has been stated that itis impossible to com- 
fortably house and feed chronic insane for less 
than 17 cents a day per capita, and this matter 
was gone into in detail again before the Super- 
visors. Last evening Superintendent Silas Sax- 
ton vehsmently denied that he had mixed the 
accounts of the sane and insane departments of 
which he has charge, and he reiterated his for- 
mer statement that insane paupers can be prop- 
erly kept for less than $1 19 a week each. 

Andrew E. Elmore, President of the State 
Boara of Reform of Wisconsin, wrote that he 
was surprised that Dr. Charies 8. Hoyt of the 
New-York State Board of Charities insisted that 
insane paupers could not be kept by counties in 
county insane asylums for $1 19 a week. Mr. 
Elmore wanted it understood that in Wisconsiu 
insane paupers were kept for $1 09. Ulster 
County’s experiment will be closely watched by 
physicians and authorities of State asylums, 
aud it goes without saying that the State Board 
ot Charities will see to it that the law ia strictly 
complied with while the unfortunates are kept 
on 17 cents a day—medical attendance, lodging, 
and washing included.

THE FACTORY INSPECTORS. 
NEW LEGISLATION PROPOSED IN THEIR 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

ALBANY, Jan, 18.—The second annual re- 
port of the Factory Inspectors makes, with the 
reports of the deputies, adocument of 265 printed 
pages. It discusses the subjects of child and 
female labor in all their branches, states that 
the laws generally are well enforced throughout 
the State, and that employers are rapidly be- 
ginning to see that they are for their interest as 
well as for the good of their employes, and rec- 
ommends new legislation as follows: ‘ Em- 


powering the inspeetors to demand physicians’ 
certificates in cases where there is doubt as to 
the ability of children under 16 years of age 
to perform the work at which they may be 
employed with safety to their health; providing 
that the law prohibiting women under 21 years 
of age to be employed more than 60 hours ina 
manufacturing establishmest, be amended so 
as to include females of all ages, and including 
mercantile houses; providing that no female 
shall be employed in & manufacturing establish- 
ment atalater bour than 9 o’clock at night; 
providing that the age at which children may 
be employed be increased to 14 years, and that 
mercantile establishments be included in the 
provisions of the law; providing that the com- 
pulsory education law be amendedg to require 
children between the ages of 8 and 14 years to 
attend schvol the full scholastic year, and pro- 
viding for officers for its enforcement; requiring 
that buzz and jig saws be guarded; providing 
that meaus of communication between the work- 
room aud engine room be required in all manu- 
facturing establishments; providing for inspec- 
tion of steam boilers and examination of sta- 
tionary engineers; prohibiting the employment 
in a manufactory of any child under 16 years of 
age who cannot read and write in the English 
language; providing that,in the discretion of 
the inspector, fire-escapes shall have balconies 
extending aeross two windows at each floor and 
shall have inclined ladders running therefrom.

UNDESIRAB 


POINT, WITH COMMENTS BY 


Congressman A. J. Holmes of Iowarecent- 
ly received from J. R. Whitaker, County Attor- 
ney of Boone, Iowa, a letter in which it was 
stated that a short time ago there came te that 
county, direct from Sweden, a girl who is in- 
ecurably insane, and who had been sent te the 
county poor farm. A eister of the girl, living in 
Boone, testified that the authorities in Sweden 
had shipped the insane girl te her destination, 
and the Board of Supervisors desirea to know 
what measures could be taken toward sending 
her back. Mr. Holmes inclosed Mr. Whitaker's 


letter to Commissioner of Emigration Stephen- 
son with one of his own deprecating the admis- 
sion of such immigrants, and expressing the hepe 
thatthe immigration laws could be amended 
during the present session of Congress. The 
Comunissioner replhed as follows: 


NEW-YORK, Jan. 17, 1888. 
The Hon. A, J. Holmes, Member of Conaress : 

DEAR SIR: I amin receipt of your letter of Jan. 12, 
in which is inclosed a letterfrom Mr. J. R. Whitaker, 
County Attorney of Boone County, Iowa, with ret- 
erence toa girl who is now a public charge upon 
said county, and who is incurably insane and was 
insane before she left her native country, You ask 
for information as to how this girl ean be sent back. 
Your Jetier fails to state the name of the immigrant, 
or the port at which she arrived. 1 will state, how- 
ever, if permission was given this immigraut to land 
she cannot be sent back to the country whence 
she came except with her own consent, but the 
authorities of Boone County have the right and 
should so exercise it to return the girl to the care of 
the Commissioners of Emigration who permitted her 
to land. I fully concur with you that the importa- 
tion of people of this ciass should be prohibited. 

The act of Congress of Aug. 3, 1882, to regulate 
immigration (although very imperfect) would, if 
properly enforced, prevent alarge number of this 
class of people from entering the United States. 
Great care has been taken at the port of New-York 
in the matter of the inspection of immigrants, and, 
as the records of this department will show, a great 
number have been returned as prohibited from land- 
ing by the act of Congress; but now, and since 
August last, nearly all pewer in this matter has 
been taken from the Commissioners of Emigration, 
and, by order of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
vested in the Collector of the Port, contrary, as I 
claim and insist, to the wish and intention of the 
people as expressed in the act of Congress of Aug. 3, 
1882, 

Let megive you the result of this change under 
the direction and by order of the present Secretary 
of the Treasury, whereby after a full and careful ex- 
amination by the Commissioners of Ewigration. and 
a decision by them, the power to land or prohibit 
landing has been vested in the Collector, who does 
not see the immigrant in person and is governed 
chiefly by statements presented to him by parties in 
interest. From July 1, 1887, to bec. 31, 1887, 1,285 
persons, representing mostly heads of families, 
(which in gross number would amount to 4,500 per- 
s0ns, counting women and children,) have been re- 
ported to the Collector of this port as persons liable 
to become a public charge upon the people of the 
United States, and the opinion of the Superintendent 
ofthis department who madethe examinations and 
forwarded to the Collector the sworn statements of 
the immigrants havein 1,148 out of the 1,285 re- 
ported been overruled by the Collector, and only 
137 out of more than 125,000 immigrants that land- 
edat Castle Garden between July and January of 
last year have been prohibited from landing. So far 
as the execution of the actof Aug. 3, 1882, to regu- 
late immigration is enforced at this port or protec- 
tion afforded the people of the United States against 
fraudor loss the act could be repealed; it is almost 
a dead letter. 

I have taken considerable interest and devoted 
much time to this subject of immigration, which IL 
trust will some day bear fruit. On Dec. 11, 1883, 
the Hon. Nicholas Muller, from New-York, pre- 
sented a bill which I prepared to amend the present 
act; also, on Jan. 10, 1857, the saine gentleman in- 
troduced another bill which I also prepared; they 
are known as H. R. 1,032 and 10,542, 1 appeared 
on several occasions before the Sub-Committee on 
Commerce, to whom these bills were referred, and 
advocated the passage by Congress. I failed in my 
efforts to get the bill reported. Iam, however, 
pleased to learn from your letter that you entertain 
the hope that Congress will at this session take 
soine action that will prevent the Governments of 
Europe from sending to America the undesirable 
class of their people. It will afford me pleasure at 
any time to give you such information as I may 
possess on this, 1o my mind, very important subject.

A SUBSIDY BILL PROPOSED BY THE SHIP- 


PING LEAGUE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The American Ship- 
ping and Industrial League closed its sessions to- 
day. Officers for the ensuing year were elected as 
follows: President—Gen. Joseph Wheeler of Ala-

Resolved, Thatin the opinion of this convention 
the passage ef the following bill by Congress will 
promptly restore our ocean commerce and naval 
power: 

Be it enacted, That onand after the passage of this 
act there shall be paid out of moneys in the Treasury 
of the United States not otherwise appropriated, to 
any vessel, whether sail or steam, built and wholly 
owned in the United States, engaged in the foreign 
trade, the sum of 40 cents per registered ton for each 
1,000 miles sailed, and pro rata for any distance 
traveled less than 1,000 miles on any voyage or 
voyages between this and any foreign country or 
countries; and the measure of distance traveled, 
and the distance between ports or places 
in this country, and ports or places in 
foreign countries, and between one foreign 
port or place, and another foreign port or place, 
and from any designated point of longitude and lati- 
tude to any port or place in this country or any for- 
eign country, shall be determined by measurements, 
which shall be furnished by the United States Hy- 
drographic Office to the Bureau of Navigation; and 
such payments to any vessel as aforesaid shall be 
paid on the vessel’s arrival ata port of entry in the 
United States, in accordance with such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prepare and 
promulgate. The payment atthe rate of 30 cents 
per ton for each 1,000 miles sailed, as herein pro- 
vided, to be paid to vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade shall continue for the term of 10 years, and 
thereafter for another term of 9 years ata reduc- 
tion of 3 cents per ton each year upon each 
1,060 miles sailed, and pro rata for any less distance 
traveled,

WORK OF THE MILLERS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 18.—The North- 
western Miller Bays: 


“The flour output last week was 99.300 barrels, 
averaging 16,550 barrels daily, against 108,400 bar. 
rels the previous week and 118,200 barrels for the 
corresponding time in 1887. Floating ice has bean 
a source of much trouble for several days past, the 
West Side Canal being especially affected. This 
has causéd several mills to drop out. at 
times; and the water has averaged much better 
for the rest. There were 12 mills running at 
noon to-day, and the output was not far from 16,500 
Darrels daily. One steam mill broke its engine, and 
is temporarily idle, leaving six now driven by steam 
power. The snow blockade of the past week has 
inade it difficuit for the mills to get enough wheat 
delivered to grind, there being times when some of 
them had used almost their last bushel. As a result, 
supphes have been largely drawn from local eleva- 
tors.” 

The flour market is still quiet, though there 
seems to be a better inquiry, especially from abroad. 
Some sales were made toward the close of last week, 
one large concern selling considerable patent for 
export. The direct exports of flour for the week 
were 32,000 barrels, against 36,300 barrels the pre- 
ceing week. Receipts of wheat for the week were 
421,800 bushels; shipments, 128,820 bushels; flour, 
102,652 barrels; millstuff, 3,793 tons. Wheat in 
store here, 7,651,064 bushels; at Duluth, 6,721,816 
bushels; at St. Paul, 365,000 bushels.

The assessed value of real estate in this 
city for the present year, as it appears on 
the Assessors’ books, shows an increase of 
nearly $52,000,000 over that of last year.

Friends of that noble animal, the mastiff, 
were both surprised and grieved by the 
story of an affray near Philadelphia in 
which two mastiffs were represented as 
attacking their owner and his children with 
savage and wanton fury.

MR. RANDALL’S REVERSE. 

The choice of a Chairman of a State Com- 
mittee is not ordinarily a matter of na- 
tioual interest, but the election of Mr. E. P. 
KISNER by the Pennsylvania Democratic 
State Committee yesterday at Harrisburg is 
not only of interest but importance to the 
whole country. It isasevere check to Mr. 
SAMUEL J. RANDALL, who sought to prevent 
ii and to retain Mr. SANDERs in the office in 
order to use the committee so far as 
possible to defeat the tamff reform 
policy of the President, and, further. to pre- 
vent, if practicable, the rencmination of 
Mr. CLEVELAND. It has been reported, and 
is probably true, that in the contest with 
Mr. RANDALL over the Chairmanship, and 
at the primaries for the election of del- 
egates who in their turn will choose dele- 
gates to the National Convention, office 
hojders under the Federal Government have 
taken an active part. This was not right, 
and not in accordance with the prin- 
ciples professed by Mr. CLEVELAND and 
defined in his official utterances. But it 
does not lie with Mr. RANDALL or his 
friends to object to it, because they have 
hitherto had the aid of equa!ly improper ac- 
tivity on the part of Federal office holders 
to carry their ends and to embarrass the 
Administration. Apart from the bad char- 
acter of the means employed, it is a matter 
of congratulation for the whole country 
that the first serious attempt made in a long 
time to rescue the Democratic Party in 
Pennsylvania from the treacherous hands 
of the Randall ring has been so far suc- 
cessful. 

The contest was waged on the part of the 
friends of the Administration under the 
lead of the Hon.,Wi1LL1AmM L. Scott, who, 
after his candidate had been chosen Chair- 
man by the decisive vote of 42 to 35, leav- 
ing no doubt as to the significance of the re- 
sult, introduced and with only formal op- 
position secured the adoption of a reso- 
lution which, after approving among other 
things the civil service reform policy 
of the Administration, declared: ‘‘ The 
line of policy laid down in the last 
annual message of the President for the 
revision and reduction of the war 
tariff especially commends itself to 
us as @ sure guarantee of prosperity 
to all classes of producers and of that 
genuine and honest protection to labor so 
long pretended but never vouchsafed by 
the monopolistic legislation of the so-called 
Republican Party. We therefore avow 
without hesitation or qualification our un- 
shaken confidence in the wisdom, courage, 
and patriotism of President CLEVELAND, 
and earnestly and hopefully recommend 
and urge his re-election to the great office 
which he has so acceptably filled.” 

The full import of these declarations, 
emphatic, definite, and uncompromising 
as they are, is only to be grasped when 
it is remembered that Mr. SamMurE.L J. 
RANDALL is a member of the committee by 
which they were adopted. That he will 
avow himself to be bound by them, or that 
he would observe the obligation if he ac- 
knowledged it, ho one who knows the man 
will believe. But they stand as a formal 
committal of the State Committee to the 
renomination of Mr. CLEVELAND and to 
everything in the policy of the Administra- 
tion that Mr. RANDALL opposes, detests, 
and fears. 

The remarks of Mr. Scotr in the brief 
debate that preceded the adoption of this 
resolution show a mind at once determined 
and sagacious. He believes that this is the 
policy on Which the Democratic Party can 
hope to win the State of Pennsylvania. It 
can certainly not hope to carry the State 





on a policy that dves not differ substantial 
frox that of the Republicans. There can 
be no reasen why a Pennsylvania voter 
should prefer Democratic protection to Re- 
publican protection. In the past there has 
been very little reason why a Pennsylvania 
tariff reformer shouid prefer the Democratic 
Party in that State to the Republican 
Party. If the Republicans are tc be de- 
feated at allin Pennsylvania it must be by 
fighting them, not by indorsing them, Mr. 
Scott took occasion to add, in supporting 
the resolution, that he did not believe Mr. 
RANDALL would be a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination against Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND. If Mr. Scott continues his labors 
with as much success in the future as ne 
has attained thus far he will makes his pre- 
diction true. 


MR. ROOT ON THE BALLOT, 


In an admirably succinct and clear letter 
sent to the Brookiyn Citizens’ League on 
Wednesday Mr. Etusivu Root pointed out 
the real defects in our present system of 
voting. Our laws are now sufficient to as- 
certain who is entitled to vote and to secure 
a fair count of the votes cast. ‘‘ As to 
the intermediate step of enabling the quali- 
fied elector to cast the kind of vote he 
wishes to cast, our laws are far behind 
the necessities of the time.” Mr. Roor 
points out that the party organizations 
cannot secure the honest distribution of 
ballots ** because théy have not the power 
to detect, try, and punish offenses, and their 
control, therefore, over their agents who 
undertake the distribution of ballots is in- 
sufficient.” This irresponsible distribution 
causes two evils; first, if often makes it im- 
possible for the voter to get the ballot he 
wants, and, second, it makes bribery and 
intimidation easy. On this latter point we 
give Mr. Root’s statement in full. Itisan 
unanswerable argument for the reform bal- 
lot: 


“Fifteen thousand names were registered 
from tramp lodging houses in New-York in 
1887. Itis safe to say that 14,000 of these were 
registered for the purpose of selling their votes. 
The business stems to have been reduced to a 
system under which the lodging house keepers 
make the contracts. There is trustworthy evi- 
dence of eye witnesses who have seen such con- 
tracts carried out. The tramps are marsbaled 
in the lodging house and march in a bedy to 
the polling place, accompanied by the bal- 
lot distributor, holding up in plain sight 
in one hand the ballots which he has 
given them, so that he may see they 
are not changed until they are actually de- 
posited inthe ballot box. When that has been 
accomplished they proceed to some appointed 
rendezvous, and, upon his testimony as to their 
performance of the contract, they receive the 
$2 or $5, or whatever may be the consideration 
for the vote. Of course, if each one of these 
tramps had full sets of tickets forall the can- 
didates, and if instead of their being accom- 
panied to the polls by the distributor they were 
required to vote in such manner that no one but 
themselves could know what ballots they voted, 
there would be practically an end of bribery, 
because no one would pay money upon the word 
of a man who would sell his vote.” 


THE MAYOWS REFORM IDEAS. 

While the most prominent feature of 
Mayor HEwITT’s special message of Tuesday 
was that in which he discussed the relations 
of the police authorities and the police 
magistrates to politics on the one hand and 
to the enforcement of the laws on the other, 
he presented some very excellent ideas on 
the general subjeci of reform in the munici- 
pal administration of this city. As he took 
occasion in his former message to antago- 
nize directly Gov. H1Lw’s ideas on taxation, 
so in this he sets himself against the 
Governor’s pet notions of a commission 
to revise the city charter and of a provision 
for Spring elections in this city. He is 
satisfied that if a legislative commission 
should set out to remodel the City Govern- 
mentit ‘‘ would produce far more disturb- 
ance and embarrassment than it could pos- 
sibly do good.” The Mayor has the idea, 
which may seem incomprehensible at Al- 
bany, that the people of this city and those 
who are familiar with its needs and with 
the present defects in the municipal admin- 
istration are better qualified to suggest 
amendments and improvements than mem- 
bers of the Legislature or persons whom 
they might authorize to overhaul the city 
charter. The fact is thatthe bane of the 
government of this city for years has been 
the meddling and muddling of the Legis- 
lature. 

The Mayor’s plan of amending the city 
charter is certainly the proper one. There 
is no occasion for a general revision, and 
amendments should be made on the sugges- 
tion of those who are thoroughly acquainted 
with the defects of the present machinery 
and the objects that are to be attained by 
making changes. The less the Governor or 
the Legislature has to do with the actual 
shaping of these changes the better, 
for they are not in a position to 
judge of the requirements, and they 
are too apt to be influenced by other 
considerations than the welfare of the city 
and its people. On one point the Mayor is 
in accord with the Governor. He believes 
in the general principle of single heads for 
administrative departments. There are de- 
partments like the Board of Health and the 
Board of Education which are not purely 
administrative, and they call for no change. 
But the Department of Police, the Fire De- 
partment, the Park Department, and the 
Dock Department could be much better 
managed under single responsible heads. 
The Department of Charities and Cor- 
rection combines somewhat  incongru- 
ous functions, which might perhaps 
be separated to advantage, but in the direc- 
tion of the institutions under its charge, 
and in providing for a large number of per- 
sons who for one reason or another fail un- 
der the public care there is much that re- 
quires consultation and the devising of 
measures which could not properly be put 
upon one administrative officer. It would 
be a very simple matter to replace the triple 
and quadruple boards with single heads in 
those departments which are purely execu- 
tive. Greater efficiency could also be se- 
cured by giving the Chief Magistrate of the 
city power to remove as well as to appoint 
such heads., 


There is one reform of which the Mayor 
speaks which has been too long delayed. 
There is no reason why the expenses of the 
Dock Department should not be met by 
appropriations by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment in the same manner as those 


of other departments of the City Government. 
The present method cf meeting those ex- 
penses by the issue of bonds while the re- 
ceipts from the docks are credited te the 
sinking fund is a solecism for which tkere 
is no reason whatever. Several attempts 
have been mado to get this remedied, 
but for some incomprehensible reason they 
have been defeated. If the changes thus 
far suggested were made by the Legislature 
by simple amendments of the necessary sec- 
tions of the Consolidated act there would 
be no oceasion fer any general charter re- 
vision. What is much more necded is an 


amendment of the Constitution of the State 


which would protect the city from the con- 
trol of its lecal administraticn in any re- 
spect by the Legislature. Local self-gov- 
ernment is its greatest need and ought to be 
its indefeasible right. 

On the subject of Spring elections the 
Mayor has reached the conclusion which we 
long ago announced. Municipal elections 
ought to be separated from those which are 
inevitably and legitimately political con- 
tests, but this could be much better accom- 
plished by an amendment of the State Con- 
stitution which would make all general 
elections biennial, falling in the even years, 
and se coinciding with Congressional and 
Presidential elections, and providing for 
local electiens exclusively in the odd 
years at the customary time. The 
Mayor is alive to the importance of so pro- 
viding for the printing and. distribution of 
allots at public expense as to do away 
with all excuse for assessments upon candi- 
dates and the incidental corruption of the 
present system. He also recognizes the 
value of the civil service law in raising the 
standard of official duty. In fact, his ideas 
upon municipal reform are altcgether 
sound, and we only wish that his action at 
times of political pressure were always in 
conformity with the principles which he so 
ably advocates. 





CREEDMOOR AND THE STATE. 

The proposition of the Directors of the 
National Rifle Association to turn the 
Creedmoor Range over to the State, pro- 
vided they can have the use of it during 
the week of their annual competitions, re- 
sults from a peculiar train of circumstances. 
The range was originally established for 
military shooting only; but international 
matches turned public attention to long- 
range shooting with special rifles, and gave 
ita prominence which was not expected. 
That ‘‘ boom” was nndoubtedly valuable 
in creating an interest in shooting 
among the National Guard, but it 
was necessarily temporary, and long since 
passed away. On the other hand, there 
has been a steady increase in the number of 
National Guardsmen using the range and 
an increase in efficiency throughout the 
organization, the number of qualified 
marksmen having risen from 3,600 in 1885 
to 4,700 in 1887. The practical result is 
that Creedmoor, outside of the week during 
which the National Rifle Association holds 
its annual meeting, is occupied entirely by 
the military practice of the National Guard 
under the snpervision of their officers. In 
fact, those Directors of the National Rifle 
Association who have the immediate charge 
of it are themselves State officers, including 
the General Inspector of Rifle Practice and 
leading officers of that department in vari- 
ous regiments of the First and Second 
Brigades. The number of State troops using 
the range is solarge as to require a great 
number of targets, and in the process of 
acquiring expertness they are apt, particu- 
larly in skirmish firing, to fire over the em- 
bankment. 

The dilemma in which the association 
now finds itself results from these various 
facts. The fifty acresot ground containing 
the eleven targets used for short-range prac- 
tice were leased by the association about ten 
yeas ago, asthe original range was tcosmall. 
This lease has expired and cannot be re- 
newed, so that the property must either be 
purchased outright or given up. And 
again at least one of the farmers in the rear 
of the long-range butts finds the flying 
bullets of the National Guard a drawback 
to his agricultural labors, and has claimed 
such indemnification, that the association 
seems to think it might be cheaper to 
buy the land outright. But the resources of 
the association, while adequate to maintain 
the range, are not sufficient for the pur- 
chase of property. The tract of land is in- 
dispensable to the practice of the troops, 
and accordingly it must try to raise the 
necessary fttnds either from private con- 
tribution or from the State. The latter 
plan is thought to be in every way the more 
expedient, especially since, instead of ask- 
ing the State to give money directly, the 
association is in a position to turn over to 
the latter its entire property, including the 
100 acres cf land owned by it, with the 
hotel, the targets, and all the equipments, 
reserving the mere right to hold its own 
annual competition on the grounds during 
one week of each year. 

Since the range has cost over $60,000, 
and is unincumbered, it must apparently 
be with some regret that the association 
finds itself forced to give up the control of 
Creedmoor; yet, after all, should the Legis- 
lature accept the proposition the range 
would really be held like the one at Wim- 
bledon, which does not belong. to the Na- 
tional Rifle Association of Great Britain, 
but it isa public park, the use of which is 
given to the association by act of Parlia- 
ment fortwo weeks of each year. If the 
National Rifle Association of this country 
obtains a like privilege this would be sub- 
stantially all that it would require. As for 
the regular practice of the National Guard, 
which lasts during a large part of each sea- 
son, it ought to be quite as efficiently con- 
ducted upon arange which belongs to the 
State and is entirely under its control as 
upon grounds belonging to a private insti- 
tittion. 

Of course, whether the Legislature will 
accept the proposition thus made remains 
to beseen. Whatcan be safely said is that 
such a proposal coming from the National 
Rifle Association merits very careful con- 
sideration of the State. 
plished in the National Guard through 
Creedmoor during so many years is 
beyond question, and the range is

CELEBRATING IHE EVENT. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 18.—The great cele- 
bration.at Sault Ste. Mario over the completion 
ofthe million-dollar international bridge and 
the adveht of two lines of railroad from the 
West and one from the east, came off to-day 
with every possibile demonstration of public re- 
joicing. Nearly every business place in the 
little city was decorated with evergreens and 
flags.

uage ‘Sov’ Canal 6,000,000 tons,” “ Finest 
water power in the world, capacity 250,000 
horse power,” ‘We will manufacture 
flour paper pulp, cotton, wool, iron and 
wooden ware,” * Welcome Duluth, South Shore | 
and Atlantic, Canadian Pacific, and Internation- 
al Bridge.” The day was bright and the air | 
clear and wintry. The celebration began with a 
national salute at sunrise of 38 guns from the 
United States Artillery at Fort Brady, and long 
before noon the people were thronging the prin- 
cipal streets, while guns continued to be fired 
and a general rejoicing was held.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

“Die Walkiire” was presented fer the 
first time this Winter before one of the largest 
audiences of the season. The great music drama 
was receivei once more with every demonstra- 
tion of resvectful admiration. The house was 
quieter than it has been at any performance 
since the first night of ‘Siegfried,’ buxes, 
stalls, and galleries showing equal interest in 
the proceedings <f the evening. It is not neces- 
sary toenterinto any extended account of the 
merits and defects of this masterwork. The 
music drama is familiar to ali students of the 
loftiest music. Last season’s presentations 
made the work generally known. One 
thing, of course, makes the re- 


vival uncommonly interesting. The preuduc- 
tion of “Siegfried” has thrown a new 
light on “ Die Walkiire.” As the latter precedes 
the former in the Niebelungen series and deals 
with the incidents leading to the death of the 
hero’s father and his own birth, it acquires a 
new significance when heard in some nearness 
to the other drama. Of course the significance 
will be still more manifest when the tbree 
dramas of the trilogy are given in their order. 
Familiarity acquired through separate hearings 
can do no harm, as it enables the hearer better 
to trace through the three great works, when 
heard in their sequence, the marvelous use of the 
various motives. Like all Wagner’s works, “ Die 
Walkiire” seems the better for repetition. A 
man has to take a great work into his mind and 
let it live with him for a time before he can 
honestly appreciate it. Thus he may learn to 
know thoroughly its strength and such weak- 
ness as it may have. Defects, of course, there 
are in all human works, and there are not a 
few in “Die Walkiire.” A part ot the second 
act is of that sombre quality which is not likely 
to please the average hearer of opera as we 
used to know it. ‘Die Walkiire”’ is a tragic 
work, and its whole mood is pitched in a ditfer- 
ent key from that of “Siegfried,” which is 
sweet and romantic in temper from beginning 
to end. But musical art is advancing along 
® loftier level than it knew of old. 
The world in general is beginning to 
have the knowledge which was formerly 
the privilege of a silent few. Musical amateurs 
are beginning to understand that thisisa serious 
art forin, capable of mighty purposes and almost 
fathomless meanings. They are beginning to 
perceive that music 1s not a thing simply for the 
tickling of ears and the amusement of the mo- 
ment. It is beginning to stand in the estima- 
tion of thinking men and women beside the most 
elevated drama and poetry. Its truest lovers 
believe that 1t stands higher in some senses. 
As these ideas spread among the peo- 
ple the world is better prepared to 
listen with sympathy to such productions 
as * Die Walkiire.” Even those of us who do 
not admire Wagner’s music at all times feel that 
he moves in the right direction, and that even 
where he is most wearisome his purpose atones 
for his lack of magnetism. The way in whicha 
great audience receives ‘*‘ Die’ Walkiire” now is 
an evidence that musical thought has made 
tremendous strides since the work was first 
performed at the Metropolitan Opera House in 
i884. The presentation last night was in 
general a good one. Herr Niemann was in 
his best voice, and he sang the music with- 
out making himself especially disagreeable. 
His acting was expressive and dignified, 
and his Siegmund must be set down as one of 
his best achievements. Friiulein Lehmann's 
Brunhbilde is well known as a notably fine piece 
of work. It was noble last night in every way. 
Frau Seidl-Kraus is not up to the requirements 
of Sieglinde vocally or histrionicaily, but her 
performance was tolerable. Friiulein Brandt 
was excelient as Fricka. Herr Fischer was a 
splendid Wotan and Herr Elmblad an accept- 
able Hunding. The orchestra was in good form, 
core that one of the trombones was half a tone 
at.

CALIFORNIA PIONEERS DINE AND MAKE 
MERRY. 


Around a long table in the large upper 
hall at Martinelli’s, 136 Fifth-avenue, there sat 
last evening a remarkable company. There 
were 70 men there, nearly all of whom were 
gray-haired, gray-bearded, and venerable look- 
ing, They were California gould hunters of the 
memorable year of 1849 and the occasion was 
the thirteenth annual dinner of the Associ- 
ated Pioneers of the Territorial Days of 
California, which also served to commem- 
orate the fortieth anniversary of the discov- 


ery of gold at Sutter's saw mill. It 
was a jolly company, and the laughter, songs, 
and stories gave evidevce that the pioneers 
carried the weight of their years very lightly. 
It was anight of reminiscence, and the vener- 
able-looking gentlemen laughed until their sides 
fairly ached over the bumorous recital of mis- 
haps that 40 years ago were serious affairs in- 
deed. But they were now reaping the reward of 
their labors, and having won the struggle for 
the precious yellow metal many years ago, 
could well afford to be jolly over their recollec- 
tions. There was not much formality, although 
@ regular set of post-prandial exercises 
had been prepared and was carried out. The 
dinner itself was elaborate, the menu containing 
many dishes composed of California products, 
including salmon, game, and fruit. Around the 
walls of the room were hung shields bearing 
inscriptions and placards with mottoes and the 
names of localities and firms calculated to re- 
vive pleasant memories. Among them was the 
famous ‘‘This Street is Impassable—Not Even 
Jackassable.”

CIVIL ENGINEERS’ MEETING. 


LISTENING TO A PAPER BY LIEUT. 
ROGERS ON THE PANAMA CANAL, 


The civil engineers gathered in large num- 
bers yesterday at the house of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, 127 East Twenty-third- 
street, when the society’s annual meeting began. 
The Society has now a membership of 1,110, and 
the total receipts for the past year amount ta 
nearly $31,000, of which more than $6,000 was 
contributed to the fund for an enlarged and fire- 
proof building, the estimated cost of which ia 
$100,000. 

President William E. Worthen called the 
meeting to order. He was supported by John 
Bogart, the Secretary, and J. J. R. Croes, the 
Treasurer. Those present included C. T. Whit 
ford, Syracuse; W. W. Shaw, Louisville, Ky.; W.

After a few words of welcome from the Presi- 
dent the reports for 1887 were read, and then 
the following officers were elected: President— 
Thomas C. Keefer of Ottawa, Canada; Vice- 
Presidents—J. James Croes of New-York and 
Robert Moore of St. Louis; Secretary and Libra- 
Tian—John Bogart of New-York; Treasurer— 
George 8. Greene, Jr., New-York; Directors— 
Mendes Cohen, Baltimore; Joseph M. Wilson, 
Philadelphia; Stevenson Towle, New-York; 
Charles B. Brush, Hoboken. and Alphonse 
Fteley, New-York. The principal business 
transacted was the discussion of proposed 
amendments to the constitution, which was 
finally left to be submitted to the members by 
letter ballot. 

The engineers and their friends gathered in 
the hall of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion at Twenty-third-street and Fourth-avenue 
last night toheara paper by Lieut. Charles C. 
Rogers, United States Navy, read on ‘“ The 
Panama Canal in 1887.” At the invitation of 
de Lessepa the Lieutenant went over the route 
of the canal with him in March, 1887. Every 
facility, he said, was oftered him to make a 
thorough inspection of the work, machinery, 
&e. After outlining the route, he said: 

“As far as engineering aitticulties are con- 
eerned, the company has divided the canal into 
three divisions. The first division extends from 
Colon to about half way across the isthmus, and 
the great engineering difficulty to be overcome 
here is the Chagres River. The second division 
is seven and one-third miles in length, and here 
are found high summits and rocky soil, and the 
deepest cuts have to be made here. The third 
division is 1143 miles*in length, and extends 
from Pareso to Panama, and here the 
difficulty is that of deflecting the Rio Grande. 
The Chagres River crosses the line of the canal 
17 times. Until the defleciion of the Chagres 
River is made, however, the work on this division 
must be greatly delayed by the anuual overflow 
of the river, which destroys every year a large 
portion of the work done. The engineers seem 
confident, however, that the river can be deflect- 
ed successfully. In the Gamboa regionis to be 
constructed an enormous take, whichis expect- 
ed to hold all the water accumulated in the 
rainy season, and thus prevent the overflow of 
the Chagres River.” 

Speaking of the next division, Lieut. Rogers 
said: “‘Itcommences at an altitude of 148 feet 
above the sea level, and further on attains an 
elevation of 255 feet. When the work was com- 
menced it reached a height of 353 feet, so that 
you will see that it has been redueed 98 feet. 
Here I found 26 excavators at work and 15 in 
process of construction, 42 engines and 2,000 
cars carrying away the earth and rock, and 2,000 
laborers at work, the whole aking an animated 
and picturesque scene. The Culebra section is 
also one of great difficulty, and here the en- 
gineers are confronted with a huge hill always 
sliding into the canal. The last division is a 
practically easy one, sloping down from nine 
feet to six feet above the sea level. The great- 
est difficulty the company has to contend with 
is that of labor. There are 11,500 laborers on 
the canal and the company wants 20,000, 
but on account of the climate and the 
bad reputation Panama has obiained,it is im- 
possible to get an adequate supply of men. 
Looking at the two great problems of the 
Chagres River and the Culebra region, I do not 
think it possible for the canal to be finished and 
opened for at least six or seven years.” 

This morning a visit will be made-to the new 
bridge im process of construction across the Har- 
lem River.

It contained some selections from Goethe in the 
original and in translations; anecdotes of Em- 
erson, Byron, Landor, George Ticknor, Carlyle, 
Napoleon, Wordsworth; an extract from Shake- 
speare’s Sonnets, from Herbert, from Donne, 
from Crab, Robinson, Tacitus, and Dr. Bartol, 
and allusions to Washington, Franklin, Homer, 
Dante, Spencer, Milton, Johnson, and Addison. 


It was interesting and instructive, and seemed 
to be enjoyed by the gathering of ladies and 
gentlemen, in full dress, who filied the grand 
saloon of the Hvtel Brunswick. 

Parke Godwin, the President of the society, 
was the Chairman.

These are sowe of the things which Mr. 
Sanborn said concerning Shakespeare and 
Goethe: Shakespeare was the world poet; 
Goethe his greatest successor and pupil. Goethe 
exults in wisdom; Shakespeare does not com- 
prehend his own wisdom. This world sat to 
Goethe for its picture. The single character of 
Mephistopheles was the world in littl. Goethe 
knew little of the other world; his concern was 
with this. Emerson well said that he was 
astonished at the sublime egoism of 
Goethe, whom he met in 1831. ‘Goethe 
lived a velvet life,’ remarked Emerson, 
It’s a pity his Duke didn’t cut off his head. It 
has been made a reproach to Goethe that he did 
not join in the national movement, but almost 
sighed for the Paris of the conqueror. But his 
writings made German unity possible in this 
generation aud paved the way for Bismarck and 
Moltke. Goethe did not respect the proprieties 
of life either in his love affairs or in his 
marriage. He was a Samson with his 
eyes wide open, grinding of his own accord 
in the mill of the Philistines. After all Goethe 
was nothing if not didactic. *‘ Work aud despair 
not” was his last message. He lived the moat 
potent and fruitful life of any man of his time. 
Franklin and Washington led more fruitful lives 
than he. Goethe was always conscious of him- 
self. He could not escape from himself. 
Shakespeare made his hero Othella love not 
wisely, but too well. Goethe loved not 
well, but too wisely. His great fautt 
was that he would kiss and tell. His love affairs 
were multitudinous, and he embodied the 
women who loved him in his books. ‘*Faust,’’ his 
greatest work, was the drama of his own life; 
Wilhelm Meister was Goethe. He once ridiculed 
the idea of vompar.ng hiwself to Shakespeare. 

President Godwin and Vice-President T. B. 
Wakeman commented upon Mr. Sanborn’s ad- 
dress and added somes cognate observations of 
their own. Then, on motion of Dr. Ruppauer, a 
vote of thanks was tendered to Mr. Sanborn, 
and the company adjourned te the supper ruom.

ALBANY, Jan. 18.—The Republican Sen- 
aters held a caucus to-day, the result of which 
is that they feel much easier regarding the fut- 
ure.\ The Platt Senators are less apprehensive 
of a deal with the Governor than they were a 
week ago.

That 
is to say, sharp language was used by but two 
or three Senators, and it was followed by expla- 
rations that served to soothe any ruffled feel- 


ings. 

Senator O'Connor of Brecklyn was called to 
the chair. Senator Low opened the proceedings 
by offering the same resolution wherewith the 
Platt 7 corralled the Miller 13 two years ago. 
It stipulated that no nominations of the Goy- 
ernor should be confirmed by the 21 Republican 
Senators unless they had been considered in 
cancus and eleven votes were recorded faver of 
confirmation. Senator ichertson immedi- 
ately declared that if he sole object 
of the caucus was to tie up Senators 


in this fashion he was prepared to withdraw at 
once. Senator Sloan soothed him with the re- 
mark that he did not believe the caucus In- 
tended at this tims to adopt any resolution. 
There was no occasion for it, and until the oc- 
casion presented itself, which seemed to warrant 
the concerted action proposed by Mr. Low, it 
wouid be better not to force the resolution. At 
the same time he was willing, he intimated, to 
be bound by the vote of a Republican caucus. 

Senators Hawkins, Loughlin, and Waiker all 
opposed the resolution, Senator Hexdricks 
agreed with Mr. Sloan that it might not be wise 
to force the passage of the resolution. Senator 
Raines criticised the attitude of Mr. Hawkins, 
and intimated that it was due, perhaps, 
to his failure to procure certain clerk- 
ships when the programme was distrib- 
uted. Turning to Mr. Robertson he announced 
that he would rather be a private in the rear 
ranks of the grand old party than the general of 
a faction, whereat Mr. Robertson smiled and re- 
plied that he did not desire to have anybody get 
the impression that he proposed to enter a deal 
with the Governor. Under no circumstances, he 
added, would he be aparty toa deal with Gov. 
Hill. 

Senator Russell said he had a very decided 
opinion about the subject under discussion, but 
as he was anew member he desired te have the 
benefit of the views expressed by clder Senators 
before expressing that opinion. Senator Lough- 
lin of Bufislo, who has been engaged in promoting 
a deal with the Governor, found fault because 
two Quarantine reform bilis had been introduced 

vithont having first been considered in caucus, 
te which Mr. Vedder replied that the idea was 
novel thata man must submit political measnres 
to a caucus before presenting them in the open 
Benate. To him this indicated ** newness” on 
the part of the Buffalonian. The latter then 
criticised that clause of the Fassett bill which 
slaces the Health Officer of the Port of New- 
fork on a salary of $10,000. He thonght the 
salary should at least be $20,000. He concluded 
by declaring that he should not consider him- 
self bound by any caucus action upon nomina- 
tions. 

Senator Walker said he believed in cancus 
action when it was just. He dic not think it 
Was necessary at this time to adopt any such 
resvlution. He, too, passed a criticism upon the 
Quarantine bills. Their passage, he thought, 
would give the Democrats control of Quarantine 
for alltime. His associates smiled when he re- 
gretted that his friend and relative, the Gov- 
ernor, Who was a gentleman anyway, even if he 
was a politician, should be referred to in such 
harsh terms as some of the Senators have em- 
plosed. 

In advocating his unit rule, which Papa Low 
sought to establish, Senator Arnold, looking in- 
nocently around over his associates, referred to 
amemorable supper in Jerusalem some hun- 
dreds of years ago, “at which,” he said, “aman 
whom we all revere announced that one of his 
friends would betray him.” Mr. Arnola’s re- 
marks were interpreted as a thrust at the 
Senators who- have been fooling with the’ 
Governor for a week. Mr. Low did not 
press his resojution, and the subject was (dropped 
for one more congenial. The liberal exchanges 
of opinion demonstrated to the Platt men that, 
while there is no immediate danger of a deal 
with the Governor, their policy of the past two 
years with regard to first-class nominations 
generally will have to be materially modified. 
So far as Quarantine nominations are concerned 
no action upon them is at all probable just now. 

The Committee on Commerce and Navigation 
agreed by a party vote this afternoon to favor- 
ably report the two bills for reorganizing and 
generally reforming the Quarantine establish- 
ment, with the understanding that they should 
be recommitted for a heariug, if one is desired. 
The two Democratic members of the committee, 
Senators Pierce of Brooklyn and Stadler of 
New-York, voted no, their piea being that 
the bills were too important to be bur- 
ried along in this fashion, What they 
meant was that Goy. Hill wanted time in which 
to attempt another deal with Senators Walker 
and Loughlin. Senator Hawkins, while at first 
inclined to oppose any report, finally fell in 
with Senators Van Cott, Vedder, and Worth. 
Any kepublican Senator who unites with 
the Governor in keeping the Quarantine 
pstablishment in politics when so _ favor- 
able an opportunity as this is presented 
to take it out of politics and place it 
on a business basis, will indeed be a marked 
man. The opinion of Senator Robertson that an 
ppportunity at least should be given the Platt 
Senators to shew whether they are really will- 
ing to aid in the work of reorganization 1s the 
opinion of members of the Legislature generally, 
who believe that politics should be brushed 
aside in so important a matter as that of caring 
for the public health. Dr. O’Brien, who expect- 
ed to be appointed Health Officer by the Govern- 
or, ishere to-night. Hehas hepes that he will 
be contirmed, but the facts do not warrant any 
such belief. 

The Assembly will probably take some steps 
to determine whether the ceiling of its great 
stone chamber is really unsafe, as some persons 
gay. Architect Eidlitz, it is thought, will be 
consulted. 

The Goddess of Reform, who welcomed Gen. 
Husted’s appearance in her ranks less than three 
weeks ago, dropped one lid and surveyed him 
out of the corner of hereye this morning. Her 
suspicions were evidently aroused by his action 
upon @ measure which is intended to tax the 
corporations and thus afford some relief to the 
common people. The bill was originally drawn 
by Controller Alfred C. Chapin for the taxation 
of corporate indebtedness. It passed the As- 
semblies of 1886 and of 1887, but died some- 
where on the road to the Executive Chamber. 
Judge Greene of Orange introduced it at the 
Controiler’s request a year ago, and again a 
week ago be presented it, and the Assembly 
without hesitation forwarded it onits journey 
by placing it on the order of third reading. 

In calling the attention of the Legislature to 
the bill last Winter Controller Chapin used these 
words in his anuual report: ‘The revenue now 
derived from special taxes upon corporations 
for State purposes can be substantially and 
equitably increased by the passage of a law im- 
posing @ tax upon the various forms of corpo- 
rate indebtedness. Bonds or other debts of cor 
porations represent actual and permanent 
investments in real estate and other property, 
and as the corporation in paying taxes upon its 
camtal stock in the county where its principal 
ottice is located is permitted to deduct the as- 
sessed valuation of its real eatate, as well as the 
value of all taxable shares of stock owned by 
such company, it follows that so much of the 
capital of the company as is equal to the as- 
sessed value of real estate and the value of 
shares of domestic companies bought by issues 
of debt is not taxable under existing law.” The 
law which the Controller urged the Legislature 
to pass, and which is substantially the same as 
that proposed by Assemblyman Greene, is, the 
Controller said, ‘‘so drawn as to avoid double 
taxation.” 

The biil requires the payment by joint stock 
companies and associations of an annual tax 
upon their scrip, bonds, or certificates of indebt- 
eduess atarate of one-half mill on each dollar 
of par value thereof for each 1 per cent. ef in- 
terest payable upon such scrip, bonds, or certifi- 
tates of indebtedness. The bill also exempts 
this class of indebtedness from any other taxa- 
tion for State purposes. It further exempts 
from its operations “building and loan associa- 
tions or incorporations and corporations or 
companies Whose capital and debt are wholly 
invested in real estate.” This lass exemption 
Was not contained in Controller Chapin’'s bill. 
The tax imposed by the Controller’s bill was a 
quarter of a mill instead of the half mull tixed 
py Judge Greene’s measure, With these two ex- 
ceptions the bills are identical. 

Gen. Husted, for reasons that are supposed 
not to be remotely connected with the corpo- 
rations, got up to-day and moved that the Greene 
bill be sent to his Committees on Ways and 
Means, a proposition, of course, whose effect 
will be to delay its passage for days, and per- 
haps weeks and montis, 

Assemblyman Sheehan, who has graduated 
from the legislative kindergarten and now oc- 
cupies a seat with the General in the advance 
class of parliamentary sharps brought his as- 
sociate down with a point of order that was en- 
joyed by everyvody in the house, The Gencral 
smiled one of his most genial smiles and con- 
cluded that the point was well taken. He was 
justin season to prevent Speaker Cole ruling 
against him and thus impairing bis reputation 
as a great parliamentarian. When the order 
of business was eventually reached that 
enabled him to make bis motion 
without risk of being again “knocked 
out,” he pressed his demand and 
prevailed.upon a majority of the members to 
give bis committee the bill. It is this little 
japse that compels reformers to believe that the 
General bas not yet been wholly regenerated. The 
goddess jooks at the General with so stern an 
air tuat her followers are satistied she will pro- 


duce a club from the folds of her drapery some 
day and wield him a tremendous biow upon his 
bald head. Tf this particular bill is not reported 
by his committee within a reasonable period 
she will walk into his committee room to 6e6 
what he is doing withit. Reform is after you, 
General! 

To those Republicans who remewber the trai- 
tios that Thomas C. Platt, ex-United States 
Senator and ex-Quarantine Commissioner, has 
a private burial plot for the interment of his 
political enemies, a httle bill introduced by 
Mr. Latimer of Mr. Platt’s home county, Tioga, 
possesses 80ms significance. It authorizes the 
Trustees of Owego, the village where Platt has 
done his vating for years, to purchase 15 adci- 
tional acres for the Evergreen Cemetery. Plats 
recently testitied under oath that he owned a 
burial plotin that particular reservation. Mr. 
Latimer does not say whether the proposed pur- 
chase adjoins the Platt plot. The inference is, 
however, that the Republican boss has new ene- 
mies, and, being somewhat presse for space, 
has decided upon a novel and magnificent plan 
which will involve their burial allinarow. The 
idea is an improvement upon that of the mound 
builders. 

Five Poiuts Sullivan proposes to devote as 
muck attention to the stands of one description 
and another that cumber New-York’s streets as 
Senator Langbein. His scheme to tax them $1 
apiece is not so elaborate as the Senator's, in 
that it does not provide so many offices as the 
Senator’s. It is equally statesmanlike in_ its 
origin and grasp. As presented in the bill which 
Mr. Sullivan introduced, it places upon a single 
clerk, whose salary is fixed at $2,000, the duty 
of exacting the tax, and requires him to give 
bonds, presumably te discourage the idea of skip- 
ping to Canada, 

Mr. Brennan is interested in the New-York 
Aldermen. He wants their terms of office to be 
two years instead of one and their salaries to be 
$3,000 instead of $2,000. The bill which he 
introduced for their amelioration also makes 
life worth hving to the man who is elected 
President of the board. Itallows him a salary 
of $5,000, 

To discourage, and, if possible, prevent the 
publication of the testimony in absence cases, 
Mr. McKenna of New-York offered a bill com- 
pelling the Judges to exclude spectators from 
their courts during trials of this class, 

Mr. Wemple of Montgomery in behalf of canal 
boatmen and ship owners, introduced a bill 
regulating wharfage charges in New-York and 
Brooklyn for every day of not less than 24 hours, 
as follows: From every vessel of 200 tons burden 
or under 12 centaton, and for each additional 
ton 144centa ton. Ganalboats employed upon 
the waters of this State making fast to any 
wharf, pier, or bulkhead, shall pay not to exceed 
25 centsaday. Wharfowners are empowered 
te charge 5 cents a ton a day on all merchandise 
remaining on their wharves after the expiration 
of 48 hours. A fine of $100 is the penalty for 
violations of the act. 

The annual bill for the estabiishment of a 
State printing oftice was introduced by Mr. Mc- 
Cann of Brooklyn. It appropriates $200,000 
and gives its Superintendent $4,000. 

Mr. Brundage of Steuben submitted a bill re- 
quiring the listing of all personal property for 
purposes of taxation. 

The New-York hotel keepers, few if any of 
whom have complied with the law passed last 
Winter requiring their rooms to be furnished 
with ropes for escape in case of fire, are seeking 
relief on the ground that the provisions of that 
law are onerous and even unnecessary. Senator 
Van Cott has introduced a bill in their behalf to- 
day which excepts them from its requirements. 
It says that the law of 1887 ‘shall not apply 
to fire-proof hotels nor to any hotel in the city 
of New-York which, upon inspection by the 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Department or any 
officer aciing under his authority, shall be found 
to be provided with such fire escapes, alarms, 
and doors,” in accordance with the requirements 
of existing atatutes. 

Another bill of Senator Van Cott so amends 
the auction sale law as to perinit the sale in the 
evening of paintings, statuary, and bronzes 
which may have been on exhibition on the day 
immediately preceding the sale. Tothe Mayor 
is left the enforcement of this proposed amend- 
ment. Athird billof the same Senator abol- 
ishes that requirement of law by which any of 
the Police Commissioners who propose to be 
candidates for any elective office must resign his 
ottice 10 days before the election. Assembly- 
man Henry hada similar bill last year which 
failed to pass. The patriotic Commissioners say 
that they are the only neads of New-York de- 
partments of whom this exaction is required, 
and that they want no such distinction to exist. 
The question arises which one of the four Com- 
missioners proposes to be a candidate for some 
office in the near future. 

The Secretary of State has hundreds of in- 
quiries annually concerning the actual date 
when this law or that went into operation. In 
order that there may be no longer any doubt 
about such matters, Senator Arnold has intro- 
duced a bill requiring all laws, when placed 
on the statute books, to indicate the day upon 
which they eo into effect. 

In the interest of mince pies and such other 
articles of consumption as require the use of 
lara, Senator Russell of Albany has introduced 
a bill fixing heavy penalties for the adulteration 
of this article. Five Points Sullivan introduced 
a similar measure in the Assembly. 

The Forestry Commissiofers, Senator Sloan 
says, have discovered that the law prohibiting 
the sale of any State lands within the boun- 
daries of the so-called State preserve,in the 
Adirondack region, prevents the State from 
disposing of farm lands whick have fallen into 
jis possession one way and another. He has 
therefore introduced a relief measure, which 
givesto the Commissioners the same privileges in 
dealing with this class of property that the Loau 
Commissioners formerly had. ‘The Senator says 
that the bill is not intended to open the door 
for the sale of choice portions of State forest 
lands to lumvermen. 

Senator Vedder offered a bill exempting agri- 
cultural and horticultural associations from the 
payment of the taxes imposed by law upon 
joint stock companies. 

Two bills prepared by the Canal Union, 
which recently met in this city, were intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mr. Low and in the 
Assembly by Mr. McEvoy. In terms they are 
identical, and they provide that one-quarter of 
acent a bushel shall be the maximum charge 
for elevating, receiving, weighing, and dis- 
charging grain by floating and stationary ele- 
vators and warchouses in this State. The bill 
stipulates that ‘tin the process of handling grain 
by means of stationary and floating elevators 
the lake vessels or propellers, the ocean vessels 
or steamships, and canal boats shall only be re- 
quired to pay the actual cost of trimming or 
shoveling to the leg of the elevator when un- 
loading, and trimming cargo when loading.” 
The punishment for a Violation of these pro- 
visions is the payment of a fine of not less than 
$250 and costs. Any person injured by the 
violation of these provisions may sue for and 
recover any dumages he may sustain. The act 
is made applicabie only to cities of more than 
130,000 population, and of course affects only 
Buffalo, New-York, and Brooklyn. 

ln the judgment of some Albanians who have 
failed to procure satisfactory contracts or to 
get men employed under Superiutendent of Pub- 
lic Buildings Andrews, a huge Airicanis con- 
cealed somewhere in the methods of managing 
the Capitol and other State property. Assembly- 
man Fort has already offered a resolution ask- 
ing for information concerning the number and 
nuaines of the Capitol] employes, their resiiences, 
date of appointment, and their compensation, 
Senator Russell offered a similar resolution in 
the Senate. In addilion to this class of infor- 
mation he calis for the facts relative to the sale 
of articles around the Capitol, incinding the 
restaurant privileges. There is no restaurant 
in the Capitol this year, and the members of 
the Legislature must cross the coldest street in 
Albany in order to procure their liquors.

WEST SIDH RAPID TRANSIT. 


THE ROUTE SUGGESTED BY THE GEN- 
TLEMEN INTERESTED. 

There was an exetutive meeting of the 
committee investigating the rapid transit prob- 
lem for the west side atthe Murray Hill Hotel 
last evening, Dwight H. Olmstead presiding. 


After the meeting had been opened, Gen. Exbert 
L. Viele presented the foilowing resolution ten- 
tative to the route of the proposed road: 

Resolved, That this committee, having heard the 
views and discussed the plans of a large number of 
experts, are of the opinion that in order to accom- 
plish the object in view, a rapid transit route or 
routes should be decided upon, and to this end 
recommend as the first and best route for the west 
side of the city, the following: Beginning at the 
Battery and following the line of West-street to 
Tenth-avenue; thence along Tenth-avenue to its 
intersection with the Grand Boulevard; thence 
along the Grand Boulevard to_ King’s Bridge 
road, and finally along King’s Bridge road to 
the Harlem Kiver. The advantages of this route 
are, tirst, there are no a obstacles to its im- 
mediate occupancy and use for this purpose, and 
second, it affords remarkable facilities fur increase 
and extension either along the Hudson River front 
10 Seventy-second-street to connnect with the Hud- 
son River Railway at that point, or rato J into 
the annexed district by tunnel under the Harlem 
River, or to a future means of improved transit 
facilities through Broadway to the Battery, also 
furnishing direct connection with all the Hudson 
River ferries. 

Cyrus Clark objected to the above resolution 
as projecting a route which would be away from 
the centre of travel. He favored the use of 
Broadway for down-town travel. 

William Belden showed how Gen. Viele’s 
route would build up the west side, and said 
he had no fearof being able to raise money 
enough for sucha road. James M. Dyckman 
and Col. 8. V. R. Cruger both spoke in favor of 
the route, Mr. Cruger showing the present ad- 
vantages of the Boulevard for a depressed road. 
Gen. Viele’s road is to be sunken along the 
Boulevard and on a viaduct aloug Tenth-avenue 
and West-street. He suggested that there be 
four tracks—two for express trains and two for 
freight and accommodation. 

After listening to the various remarks, Chair- 
man Olmstead said that any road which is to 
be built on the west side must be built on the 
ground, and must run as far north as the Har- 
lem River. The running speed of the trains 
should be not less than 40 miles an hour, and 
the road must have four tracks. Mr. Olmstead 
anticipated no ditticulty in raising the money, 
and expressed his opinion that the construction 
of a road having the route proposed by Gen. 
Viele would compel a roac down Broadway at 
av early day. Gen. Viele’s resolution: with re- 
gard to the route was adopted by a vote of 19 of 
the 20 gentlemen present. Ex-Senator Bixby 
proposed a resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted, to the effect that the committee pro- 
test against the use of any of the public parks of 
New-York for the purposes of a railroad, except 
throngh the underground roadway under Cen- 
tral Park.

WITH THE OCIGARMAKERS. 

A strike was reported at the cigar 
factory of Sutro & Newmark yesterday. About 
400 hands went out. Of this number 120 are 
International Union men, and the rest are 
Knights of Labor and non-unionists. The 50 


Bohemian women cigarmakers who remained at 
work at the tactory of Ottenberg Brothers in- 
formed the union that they would strike when- 
ever requested to do so by the Strike Committee. 
A strike also took place at the cigar factory of 
Louis Asch, at Third-avenue and Forty-seventh- 
street. Fifty-four hands left their benches. The 
wembers of the firm sent for the Strike Commit- 
tee, and promised to pay the old rates of wages, 
whereupon the employes were allowed to return 
to work. 

On Sunday afternoon a number of union cigar- 
makers intend bolding a meeting to beyin an azi- 
tation for the abolition ot the tax on cigars, 
Should Congress remove the tax it is said the 
large cigar factories will be broken up, as that 
will enable every cigarmuaker of small means to 
manufacture cigars on his own account, as he 
will not be required to give bonds, and all the 
implements he wil require will be a piece of 
board, a knife, and a pot of paste.

A YEAR’S PRODUCTION OF PIG JIRON. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—The bulletin of the 
American Iron and Steel Association publishes this 
week complete statistics of the production of, pig 
iron in the United States in 1887. The production 
was 6,417,148 gross tons, and was much the largest 
in the history of the country, The next largest pro- 
duction was in 1886, when 5,683,329 gross tons 
were produced. The increase in 1887 was therefore 
723,319 gross tons. Only 301.444 gross tons of pig 
irou remained unsold in the hands of makers or their 
agents at the close of December last. Twenty-two 
States and one Territory made pig iron in iss? The 
association has never before been able to announce 
the statistics of production of pig iron at so early a 
date after the close of the year. Last year’s sta- 
tistics for the whole country were collected trom 
the manufacturers, tabulated, and printed in pre- 
cisely 18 days.

PAUPER EUROPEAN LABOR 
NOT MATERIALLY CHANGED 
BY IRANSPLANTING. 
PROTECTION FOR THE EMPLOYER 
SOMETIMES ANALAGOUS TO RE- 
DUCTION FOR THE WORKMAN. 

“T can remember,” said a Massachusetts 
wool manufacturer, who employs over 1,700 
people, to the writer, “when our iabor was 
American. In thosa days we heard nothing 
of eight-hour or ten-hour iaws. Our ‘help’ 
worked 12 and sometimes 14 hours a day 
if required. It was American, and it 
meant business. Its object was to make 
more than enough for current expenses. We 
were on good terms with each other. When the 
American had laid by some money and saw no 
chance in the neighborhood of rapidly increas- 
ing his capital or of greatly bettering his condi- 
tion he pulled up stakes, Wherever he went 
he made money. His main object in life 
was not to harry his employer by decreasing his 
hours of labor. He knew little and cared less 
about strikes. The American was always able 


to protect his own labor. We didn’t hear so 
much in those days about the pauper labor of 
Europe. We hear wore and know inore about 1t 
to-day. We can study it at our leisure, and with- 
out taking a trip to Europe. 

~* 


“There isn’t much difference between the 
pauper labor of Europe whether it’s in Europe 
or in America. With a change of climate it 


doesn’t change its coat. If it is dirty or dis- 
honest, or both, in Europe, itis dirty or dis- 
honest. or both, in America. Much of the labor 
we employ to-day reminds me of something I 
saw in Spain many years ago. It was at Seville. 
While in that city I visited a large tobacco fac- 
tory. It gave employment to 5,000 people, men 
and women. Upon entering it I was taken into 
@ room that made one think of a huge seond- 
hand shop. Men’s and women’s garments hung 
upon the walls; there were apparently enough 
clothes in that rooin to rig out several regi- 
ments. I pointed to the clothes and asked 
for an explanation. The Superintendent 
said the garments belonged to the em- 
ployes. Upon entering the factory each 
Tan and woman stripped off all superfluous 
garments and entered the working departments 
as close to a state of nudity as decency would 
permit. The Superintendent explained that the 
employes, unless treated in this way, would 
soon carry off the factory. They handled an im- 
mense amount of material ina day. Tobacco 
was worth $1 or more a pound, and, unless close- 
ly watched, 5,000 people could and would carry 
away thousands of dollars’ worthinaday. The 
fewer clothes they wore the less chance they 
had of aecreting any tobacco on the person. 
Each employe was searched betore leaving the 
factory by persons engaged for the purpose and 
every precaution against stealing was taken in 
the most open manner. The employes under- 
stood that they were regarded as would-be 
thieves. 


“On leaving the factory I said to myself, 
‘Thank God we bave nothing like that in Amer- 
ica.” We had nothing of the kind then. Have 


we now? Well, the carpenters say they can 
only keep their tools by keeping a continued 
watch on them. A certain nationality of this 
pauper labor we hear so much about has ap- 
parently inherited an overpowering love for all 
sorts of tools, and it prefers to steal rather than 
buy them. Only yesterday the Superintendent 
of a neighboring cotton mill caught a Polish 
woman as she was leaving the mill. She had 
wound around her person, under her dress of 
course, an entire piece of cotton goods. It con- 
tained over 50 yards, and her greed discovered 
the theft. She displayed no contrition. She was 
simply angered at being found out. If you em- 
loy cheap European labor you must employ 
Suropean methods. Not long ago an Irishman 
came to our Superiptendent and asked for a 
change of quarters.. The Irish quarters were so 
noisy he couldn’t sleep, he said. The Superin- 
tendent gave hima house inthe Polish quar- 
ters. In less than a week the [rishman returned 
and begged for a house somewhere else. ‘* Any- 
where else,’ as he putit. The Superintendent 
demurred; he couldn’t spend his time picking 
out apartments for aman so hard to please. 
The Irishman begged to be removed to his old 
quarters. ‘He could stand noise.’ he said, 
*but ne couldn’t stand noise and thaves, too.’ 
The Poles, he said, never slept and they stwle 
everything that wasn’t tied down. As a matter 
of fact the Poles go to bed about 7 o’clock in the 
evening. Then, about the hour at which other 
people think of retiring the Poles get up and 
Sally forth. They scour the surrounding country 
and pick up everything thatis loose. They in- 
variably steal their supply of tire wood.” 


This manufacturer was asked if he could di- 
vide his labor into nationalities. He could, he 
said, but was almost ashamed to do so. It aver- 


aged about the same in all his mills, and he had 
taken a census a couple of weeks ago. One miil 
would tell the story. Over 800 people were em- 
ployed init. Of this number 31 were Ameri- 
cans, 12 were English, the remainder were 
about equally divided between Canadian French, 
Poles, Germans, and Trish. Each nationality 
haa its own quarter, and they pulled apart 
beautifully. 
-=* 

The French are the most clannish of the vari- 
ous nationalities of which New-England labor is 
composed. They havea faculty of driving all 


other nationalities of imported labor before them. 
They are pushing the English and the Scotch 
out of ancient strongholds in Canada, and they 
are usurping the place of American-Irish and the 
Irish in New-England. They are industriousand 
thrifty, and if they cannot obtain work atadollar 
# day they will gladly acgept 75 cents. They 
have their own churches and their own schools, 
anda law passed by the last Massachusetts 
Legislature, it is understood, is aimed at them 
and its passage secured at the instance of the 
Irish element. This law prohibits the employ- 
ment of persons who cannot read and write Eng- 
lish; but itis little better than a dead letter, as 
it has been found practicaily impossible to en- 
foree it, The French are disliked by the other 
foreign elements on account of their assertive- 
ness and clannishness, not to mention other rea- 
sons. It is generally accepted as a foregone 
conclusion that if two French families obtain 


ludgmentin a large tenement the ether ovcu- 


pants will move out, if not of their own free will, 
againstit. The French, perhaps naturally. ob- 
ject to be dubbed ‘the Chinese of America,” as 
they are known in some parts of New-England. 


Every change in the nationality of labor is 
followed by a decrease in the price of labor. 
Such is almost always the result of even a 


partial change. Tho laborer knows this to be 
80 When he considers the totul of a year’s wages; 
he may nut always be able to account for the 
decrease. The coal miner who has worked for 
years on the $2 50 busis is certain that the basis 
hasn’t moved; he is just as certain that he 
doesn’t earn as much woney ina year as he did 
a dozen or more years avo. He Knows that the 
coal region has been flooded by foreign contract 
labor, and when he rages against the importa- 
tion heis told that the basis will not be ais- 
turbed by it. The beauties of protection are 
painted for his benefit, and he is asked to 
compare his dally or weekly wages with those 
of the Cornishman. The difference is all in 
his favor, sO tar as aday’s or a week’s wages is 
concerned. He is never asked to compare his 
yearly wages with those of the English miner. 
The difference wouldn’t be so marked, for the 
reason that while the miner in America is work- 
ing half time or three-quarter timme—to say noth- 
ing of the dead work season—the English miner 
is working full time, and isn’t given so many 
holidays that at the end of them he has nothing 
in his pocket but a bill from the butcher and an- 
other bill from the grocer. There are other lines 
in which the workingman’s time is wasted in the 
same way, and the high-pressure industries— 
those which work at top speed for six months of 
the year and do nothing for the other six—are 
among those best taken care of by the tariff. 


A cotton goods manufacturer told the writer 
that wages in his line had never been higher 
than they were last year—in purchasing power. 


The New-England cotton spinner entertains a 
different opinion. The wages of Fall River cot- 
ton spinners last year were 1310 per cent. Jower 
than they were in,1884, and they were unable 
to buy more for a dollar 1n 1887 than they could 
get for itin 1884. Since 1884 they were com- 
pelled to accept three reductions of 10 per cent. 
In their wages, and against these obtained only 
two increases of 10 per cent. The difference 
between these is 1310 per cent. The spinners 
could understand why they should lose 10 per 
cent., but where the 3!9 per cent. came from 
bacon ayoee tomany of them. When wages of $10 
a week suffered a decrease of 10 per cent. the 
wages represented $9. When the mills agreed 
to return 10 per cent. the spinner found that his 
increased wages amounted to $9 90 instead of 
the $10 he expected. It muat be right—govod 
arithmeticians said it was—but forall that the 
spinner believed that he had been gouged. He 
is well aware that in every national campaign 
he is asked to shout for ** protection to Ameri- 
can labor,” and under the stimulus of heated 
rhetoric, brass bands, and other campaign in- 
toxicants he does so. He knows that the cotton 
manufacturing industry is protected and that it 
is making a good deal of money; heis awaken- 
ing to the fact that the cry of “ protectivn” has 
little meaning, so far as he is concerned, 
and he is sure that, in spite of shouting 
for it, his wages are growing gradually slim- 
mer. He understood that his wages were to be 
increased as soon as print cloths sold for 35, 
They got there, but his wages remained sta- 
tionary. Cotton, the mill man said, was 1 cent 
a pound higher in 1887 than it had been in 1886. 
This was not on the bond, according to the 
spinner, but even had it been, the mills, with 
very few exceptions, made more money in 1887 
than they did in 1886, and a great deal more 
than they did in 1885. The Sagamore Mill paid

“all humbug,” and the figures quoted show that 
he has some ground for his belief. It was his 
opinion that such an impression was gradually 
gaining ground among the operatives, who num- 
ber between 20,000 and 25,000. As many of 
them have votes, and as they are welt able to do 
more, the “ protectionist” employers will prob- 
ubly throw a sop to these representatives of 
American labor before the next campaign is 
fully under way. TBF.

WRECKED IN THE SOUND. 


THE CAPTAIN AND CREW REACH THE 
MAINLAND SAFELY. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 18.—The three- 
masted schooner Ida A, Latham, Capt. J. H. 
Thatcher, from Boston to New-York, without 
cargo, putinto the mouth of New-Haven Har- 
bor at 8 o’clock last night in the midst of a 
lerc6é snowstorm and anchored. Captain and 
crew were worn out with a contest with the 
weather. The storm was encountered off Point 
Judith, and most of the men went to 


sleep, leaving Mate Young on deck A 
few hours later the schooner struck on 
the rocks at Merwin's Point, several 
tniles east of New-Haven Harbor. The anchor 
chain had parted without the knowledge of the 
mate or the men below, and the vessel had 
drifted to the rocks, The storm had not abated, 
the position of the schooner was perilous, and 
Capt. Thatcher concluded to put the remaining 
anchor overboard, go ashore in the yawl boat, 
leaving lights on the Latham, and wait until 
morning. All hands reached the mainljand in 
safety and spent the rest of the nightin a cold 
barn, the owner of the only habitation in the 
vicinity refusing them other shelter, although 
the men were almost frozen. 

At daybreak tosay, to the astonishment of 
Captain and crew; ae schooner was found to 
have disappeared. As she was light she had 
ery pe 4 not gone firmly upon the rocks and 

ad drifted off after abandonment. Whether sbe 
had beer driven over to the Long island Sound 
or gone to the bottom or was drifting somewhere 
in the Sound it was impossible to say. The men 
came to this city, and the tug Rambler of the 
Empire Transportation Company was sent out 
In quest of the dereligt. The tng cruised about 
the Sound and returned at night without having 
found trace of the vessel. The Latham was in 
the coal trade, carried about 650 tons, was 
owned in Greenport, Long Island, and was 
worth about $15,000. 


RAILROAD WEECKS. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF PASSENGERS ON THE 
MACKINAW ROAD. 

Dayton, Ohio, Jan. 18.—A frightful 
wreck occurred on the Mackinaw Road this 
morning near Germantown, Ohio. As train No, 
1, in charge of Conductor Pierce, was rounding 
asharp curve nearthe farm of Samuel Sliver, 
Jr., and near a high trestlework, the track 
spread and the baggage and smoking car left 
the track. They ran about 200 yards on the ties, 
whenthe coupling broke and the smoker was 
thrown from the track atright angles with it. 


The baggage car was carried fully 100 yards 
further, where it went over the trestle, a dis- 
tance of 20feet. The car was completely de- 
molished, though, strange to say, none of the 
occupants of the car were killed. Harry Gay, 
express messenger and baggage master, was 
severely cut and bruised about the head and 
face. J. A. Garber, brakeman, had both feet 
and legs crushed. All the passengers received a 
good shaking up, and anumovper were badly cut 
and bruised. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 18.—The Wash- 
ington express, going east, at 2 o’clock this 
morning, met with an accident while passing 
through West Stratford. The axle of one set of 
drivers broke and the large wheel rolled down 
an embankment to a pond below, carrying some 
of the framework of the engine with it. The 
engine did not leave the track. The east track 
was blocked until 9 o’clock this morning, when 
the wrecking train, which was sent from New- 
Haven, removed the disabled engine. Alltrains 
had to use the west track. Fortunately none of 
the passengers or traininen were injured.

Some months ago he agreed with the 

Auditor of the State to look up all the cases in 

the county in which the State had become owner 

of lands purchased at tax sales and straighten out 
matters. When it wasall finally adjusted it was 

found that the State owned only one tract of 40 


acres in the county, The Judge wrote to the 
Auditor that for the purpose of closing the 
entire matter up, and in order that every 
foot of land in Calhoun wight be again 
subject to taxation, he would putin his applica- 
tion to buy this particular 40 acres held by the 
State. The Auditor wrote to JudgeCrook tbat 
he and the Governor and the Attorney-General 
had looked into the matter thoroughly, and that 
$20 would cover all the cost to the State, and that 
he could buy the lard for that sum. Judge 
Crook forwarded the money and in due time 
received adeed. He then for the first time 
found it was situated within the corporate 
limits of Anniston. It appears toat the Wood- 
stock [ron Company became possessed of 
the land prior to 1874, but never gave 
it in for taxes by oversight. It was 
sold for taxes of the years 1874 and 1875, and 
bid in by the State, and became absolutely the 
pros of the State. When the Anniston City 
Jand Company Was formed this property was 
sold to it by the Woodstock Iron Cowpany, and 
since that time the Anuiston City Land Com- 
pany has been giving it in for taxes, but the 
State being the owner the Annisten City Land 
Company could acquire no title by payment of 
taxes.

STUDYING SOCIAL ECONOMY. 


GEORGE GUNTON’S LECTURES AT ALL 
SOULS’ CHURCH.

rest wholly upon a basis of profits for produc- 
tion. This philosophy brought about the change 
from the ola feudal system and gave England 
her supremacy in the commercial world through 
the influences of trade. The home consumpticen 
being contined to the middle ana upper classes, 
new and wider markets were dem-.nded. As these 
weresecured,competition ensued and the problem 
of profits resolved itself into one of production 
atasmalier cost. The tradesman being looked 
upon asthe greatest factor in social life, the 
laborer was only cousidered asa factor of pro- 
duction, and as such the medium through which 
cheaper production conld be accomplished. 
Profits, it was argued, were governed by wages 
and rose as wages fell and fell as wages rose. 

Since that time the fundamental tenets of the 
English and American schools of social economy 
had been to keep wages down. With the intro- 
duction of steam and machinery profits became 
phenomenal, and maaufactories increased to 
such an extent that the middle and upper 
classes could no longer consume the enormous 
production. Manufacturers then found that 
they must depend upon the masses, and for the 
first time the laborer was recognized as a social 
factor and consumer, This possibility Adam 
Smith did not see. However, his philosophy 
of low wages as a factor of profits was 
still adhered to by the mannufacturers, for 
they had no other and were too busy to tind one 
for themselves. This philosophy accounied 
for the apparent hostility and cruelty of the 
Manufacturer toward labor. He was simply 
carrying out the principle of economy as laid 
down for him. Hedid not know that he was 
laboring under a delusion, and that in the same 
proportion as wages were low 80 much less was 
the consumption. This should be shown to him. 
His attention should be called to the fact thatin 
those countries where wages were lowest the 
use of machinery was less and the cost of pro- 
duction was higher. 

The remedy for these evils will be discussed 
next Wednesday evening under the head of 
* The Law of Social Progress.’”’ In answer to a 
question at the close of his lecture last evening, 
Mr. Gunton made the remarkable assertion that 
wages were not governed by the law of supply 
and demand, He said he would endeavor to 
prove it next week. 


SHE CLAIMS 10 BE HIS WIFE.

BUT HER MARRIAGE CERTIFICATE IS A 
BOGUS ONE. 

ROCKVILLE CENTRE, Long Island, Jan. 18. 
—A month ago Miss Ida L. Pye, the daughter ofa 
well-to-do laboring man, became a mother, and 
she declared that she had been secretly married 
@ year agoto Charles Hendrickson, the son of 
one of the wealthiest farmers in the vicinity. 
She said that the ceremony had been performed 
in Manor, Suffolk County, August, 1886, by the 
Rev. G. C. Griggs, Pastor of the Methodist 
church in that village. Hendrickson, to the 
girl’s parents admitted that they were married, 


but immediately afterward denied the fact to 
his own parents. The elder Hendrickson on 
hearing of the matter, threatened to disinherit 
Charles if he was married to or did marry the 
girl. Later on, when applied to for the support 
of his alleged wife, young Hendrickson, at the 
instigation, it is said, of his father, refused to do 
anything, and denied being married to _ the girl. 
The young woman then produced what purports 
to be a certificate of marriage, whichis a sheet 
of ordinary writing paper, on wahich is written 
the following : 


This isto certify that Charles Hendrickson and 
Ida L. Pye were duly married by me according to 
the rules of the Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Manor, Long Island, on Aug. 8, 1586. 

G. C. GRIGGS, Pastor. 

Tt now tutns out that no such person as the 
Rev. G. C. Griggs has ever lived at Manor, nor 
is such a minister known among the Long 
Island Methodists. The writing on the alleged 
Marriage certificate is said to correspond exact- 
ly with that of young Hendrickson. 

Proceedings have been begun by counsel for 
the woman against the alleged husband for 
abandonment in order to secure a legal decision 
in the case. The plaintiif isa comely young 
—— of 20, while Hendrickson is on the verge 
of 30.

A COUNTERFEITER'S DEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—A counterfeit- 
er’s den was discovered and raided by Detectives 
Miller and Tate this evening. The place is a low 
tavern on the southeast corner of Sixth and 
Bainbridge streets. A dilapidated sign hangs 


over the door. Onitis painted the Italian and 
American colors entwined, and the woris, 
“ Giuseppe De Pascali, whisky and beer, 3 cents 
a glass.” For months past storekeepers in 
the southern section or the city have been com- 
piaining of the existence of a gang of dark- 
skinned ‘‘shovers of the queer,” and the lower 
part of the city has been flooded by the bogus 
coins. A case was given to tectives Miller 
and Tate to work up, and théy traced some 
of the stuff to Pasecali’s groggery. When the 
@etectives entered the place they seized Pascali, 
and the others ran intoa back roow and made 
an attempt at resistance. Mrs. Pascali strug- 
gled to get at the money drawer, and fought 
hard, but Detective Miller picked her up bodily 
and locked her out in the yard. They arrested 
Paseali and allowed the others, who were mere- 
ly frequenters of the tavern, to depart. 

The two detectives searched the house from 
cellar to roof in hopes of finding a mill and com- 
ing press, but there wus no apparatus on the 
premises. They found about 40 bogus ten- 
cent pieces, 15 quarters, several halves, 
and one dollar in the money drawer. 
They are excellent counterfeits, and would 
deceive anybody who was notanexpert. Pas- 
cali was taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Bell, and on the testimeny of the de- 
tectives was committed to prison in default of 
$1,500 bail to await trial in the Circuit Court. 


MRS. PARMELEE’S WILL. 

The wtll of Mrs. Emma L. Parmelee, who 
died suddenly in this city on Saturday night, 
was filed in Surrogate Lott’s office in Brooklyn 
yesterday. It was presented by Mrs. Parmelee’s 
brother, William Hill, who requested and ob- 
tained citations to all interested parties, return- 
able on Jan. 31. The will was signed by Mrs. 


Parmelee in Middletown, N. Y., on Aug. 30, 
1884. But the witnesses, Henry K. Wilcox and 
Horatio R. Wilcox, attest that they saw her sicn 
it on Aug. 20, 1884, 10 days previously. In the 
body of the will the testator’s name is spelled 
* Parmalee,” but she signs it *‘ Parmelee.” The 
testator’s husband is not made an Executor, and 
the guardianship of his children is given into the 
hands of William Hill and Abram J. Harden- 
bergh, “her trusted friend.” Mr. Harden- 
bergh is also made an Executor of the estate 
with unlimited power. 

In one clause Mrs. Parmelee directs that, 
after debts have been paid and other bequests 
roade, the remainder of her estate be diviaed 
into seven equal parts, to be distributed among 
her five children. Each 1s to receive one-sev- 
enth, except George and Alice, the youngest of 
the children, who are each to receive two-sev- 
enths. This unequal distribution is made, she 
says, because her husband had declared his in- 
tention not to leave either George or Alice any 
of his property.

POLITICIANS FAVOR 11. 
GENERAL SUPPORT OF THE STATE DIS- 
TRIBUTION OF BALLOTS, 

The Revublican County Committee meet- 
ing on Tuesday evening adopted a resolution of 
the Executive Committee to appoint a committee 
of ‘ive, with power to add toits number, to act 
on legislation to prevent fraud in voting printed 
ballots, the committee to invite the ce-operation 
of other political organizations, and appcinted 
Isaac Dayton, Eliku Reot, Bernard Biglin, 
James M. Varnum, and Denis Shea. Col. 8. V. 
R. Cruger, Chairman of the County Committee, 
said vesterday that this was the first step to 
arouse public sentiment in the = qnestion 
ot election reform raised and = discussed 
by the Union League Club. The action of the 
County Committee was spontaneous, and 
Col. Cruger believed the intention was to crys- 
tallize the idea. The committee would meet, talk 
the subject over, and decide on a plan of action. 


Invitations will be issued to representative men 
in other political organizations to take up the 
matter and appoint coufercnee committees. It 
18 expected that the conference will embrace 
not only the Republican organization, but the 
County Democracy, Tammany, and Irving Hall 
wings of the Democracy, and the United Labor 
Party. 

Already three bills have been introduced at 
Albany, one by Mr. Hamilton and two by Mr. 
Saxton. Assemblyman Crosby has in hand a 
bill te provide for the Australian system of 
voting, but is not likely to present it for fear of 
complicating the subject. The Hamilton bill 
was chiefly devised by Allen Thorndike Rice, 
but has some of the features of the bill in Mr. 
Crosby’s hands. Both bills provide for printing 
the ballots at public expense, and for a measure 
of greater privacy than is now possible in the 
making up and depositing of them by the elect- 
ors. The Crosby bill goes back of the polls into 
the nominating conventions for a beginning of 
the reformed method it proposes. Both bills re- 
tain the present regulation as to uniformity 
of ballots, and hoth require the ballots te be put 
up in original packages in cheeck-book form. The 
bills differ chiefly in the details of getting the 
ballots into the hands of electors and from their 
hands into the boxes. One of the Saxton bills 
strikes a blew atthe occupation of ticket ped- 
dlers by forbidding the distribution of ballots 
within 100 feet of any poll except by the lawful 
ofticers in attendance. Voting is to be placed on 
a strictly business basis, The second bill of Mr. 
Saxton is similar in one important feature to 
the Hamilton bill. 

Col. Cruger thinks that it is a healthy sign 
‘when so much interest in the subject is taken at 
Albany, and if New-Yorkers will only supple- 
mecatthe movement by some positive expression 
the reform will be practically accomplished, 
One great point aimed at is to stop or check 
political assessments. They have become ex- 
orbitant, and the custom Is regarded as a root of 
the evil that 1s trying to be corrected. 

Mayor Hewitt, who may be said to represent 
the United Democracy, isin favor of the meas- 
ure, although he said yesterday that he had not 
considered the action of the Republican Com- 
mittee. The movement is direetly in line witha 
paragraph in the second installment of his mes- 
sage. “In my opinion,” he says, “the payment 
of assessments by candidates should be abso- 
lutely prohibited, and al) the legitimate expenses 
of the election, such as printing, should be borne 
by the State.” 

Deputy County Clerk Gilroy saia yesterday: 
“T heartily favor anything that will prevent 
fraud in our elections, and I know that is the 
sentiment of Tammany Hall. I am opposed, 
however, to the Anstralian system, or that 
which makes it necessary for a voter to have 
the qualification of reading and writing. Any 
such restriction or limit to the elective franchise 
{ip America will not be tolerated because itis 
notin harmony with our Government.”

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
EDUCATION COMMISSIONERS PREPARE A 
BILL FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 
There was a rather animated discussion 
among the members of the Board of Education 
atthe regular meeting of that body yesterday 
afternoon, in which much personal feeling was 
manifested. It was started by a motion made 
by Mr. Crary to reconsider the action of the 
board atits last meeting, by which the legisla- 
tive committee was instructed to ask the Legis- 
lature to pass an act repealing the present law, 
so as to vest the power of purchasing school 
sites and increasing school property exclusively 
with the Board of Education instead of with 
the Trustees. Mr. Crary thought the proposed 


action was unwise, as it opened the way 
for corruption in the matter of purchas- 
ing sites. Mr, Sprague resented the 
imputation that any member of the board could 
be guiity of corrupt practices, in a very sharp 
manner. Mr. Crary contended that corruption 
would be possible, nevertheless, and he had had 
sutticient experience in such matters to convince 
him that there was always some one anxious to 
cause corrupt practices where they were possi- 
ble. This was the source of his opinion on the 
subject. Mr. Sprague retorted that it was a 
grave admission for Mr. Crary to make. It was 
finaily decided to reconsider the action of the 
board and to take up the proposed bill by sec- 
tions. This bill was prepared by Mr. Sprague, 
and after it had been read it was sligntly amend- 
ed and agreed on. The legislative committee 
was then instructed to endeavor to have it pass 
the Legislature, 

John Davenport was re-elected Auditor of the 
board unanimously. The President announced the 
standing committees for the present year, the 
Chairmen of whichare as follows: Finance—Com- 
missioner Vermilye; Yeachers—Crary; Build- 
ings—Cole; Supplies—Traud; Auditing—Lum- 
mis; Sites and New Schools—Gallaway; Course 
of Study and School Books—Holt; School Furni- 
ture—Webb; Normal College—Wood; Evening 
Schools—Seligman; By-laws, Elections, and 
Qualitications—Schmitt; Executive Committee 
on Nautical School—Sprague; Annual Report— 
O’Brien; Nomination of Trustees—Tamsen. The 
matter of the decrease in teachers’ salaries, ow- 
ing to a falling off in attendance of scholars, was 
again referred to the Finance Committee. A 
resolution was adopted providing for an Assist- 
ant Auditor ata salary of $2,000, and providing 
that the salary of the Auditor shal! hereafter be 
$3,000.

THE SIMS MEMORIAL. 

The commission which was to have been 
awarded to the successful competing sculptor 
by the Dr. Sims Monument Committee, of wnich 
Dr. Shrady is the Chairman, probably will not 
be given as originally designed. A committee 
of expert artists, consisting of J. Q, A. Ward, 


Augustus St. Gaudens, and Olin D. Warner, 
was formed to act as an advisory committee in 
considering the designs handedin. After it had 
viewed the designs handed in, and although 
commending the general excellence ef the 
models presented, especially those of M. Mar- 
tini, J. 8. Hartley, and A. Loeher, the artist 
committee declined to take the responsibility of 
recommending any of the models presented. 
Martini’s design was a bust in miniature, the 
most praiseworthy feature of which was the 
repose of the figure. Hartley’s was a bust on 
pedestal in severe Greek style with surrounding 
exedra, and Loeher’s was a full figure of Dr. 
Sims in act of descending the lecture platform 
and with symbolic figures at the base.

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MOVEMENTS OF NAVAL VESSELS. 
The departure of the flagship Richmond, 
bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral Luce, which 
had been set for Wednesday, has been postponed 
until Saturday. All of her ammunition was re- 
eeived from Ellis Island yesterday, and to-mor- 


row morning she will leave the navy yard and 
probably anchor off Tompkinsville, Staten Isl- 
and, until Saturday, when she will start on a 
cruise for the following ports: St. Thomas, Mar- 
tinique, Barbadoes, Trinidad, La Guayra, Cura- 
coa, Cartagena, Aspinwall, Greytown, and Vera 
Cruz. The whole squadron is to rendezvous off 
South Pass, at the mouth of the Mississippi, 
April 10, and then go to New-Orleans and other 
ports along the Guif and Atlantic coast, reach- 
ing Hampton Roads early in June. 

The United States steamship Trenton was 
placed onthe dry dock yesterday, and after 
being thoroughly cleaned and some necessary 
repairs madeto her out-board valves, which 
could not be made without docking, she will 
start for the Pacitic station, passing through the 
straits of Magellan. On her arrival in those 
waters she willgrelieve the Vandalia, the present 
flagship of Reu’r-Admiral Kimberley. 

The Dolphin is about ready for sea, the changes 
in her electric plant beg completed. The 
Atlanta follows the Trenton in the dry dock and 
will then start forihe Caribbean Sea anda 
truise among the Windward Islands. 
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FUNERAL OF A MEXICAN VETERAN, 

The funeral of Col. George W. Torrence, a 
veteran of the Mexican war, who died on Mon- 
day evening of apoplexy, was held yesterday at 
his residence, 144 West One Hundred and Fifth- 
street, the Rev. William Lloyd of the Central 
Congregational Church officiating. The body 
was taken to Victor, near Rochester, N. Y., for 
burial to-1o0rrow. 

Col Torrence was born in Philadelphia, and ran 
away to Texas when 16 years old, He joined 
the Texar forces, and acted as a bearer of 
dispatches to Gen. Houston. In 1847 he led an 
attack against a large number of Mexicans at 
the Nationa Bridge, where his sword hilt was 
struck by a two-ounce ball and twoof his ribs 
avd the sostet of bis hip ioint were broken, 
throwing him from his horse to the parapet of 
the bridge. From the injury to the hip he never 
fuily recovered, and aithough elected Lieuten- 


| ant-Colonel of his regitsent he was obliged to re- 
| tire. In 1849 he went to California and started 
a’ paper. Then he returned to Rochester and 
married.

UNDER WHICH LAW? 
AN INTERESTING POINT ABOUT EASE- 
MENT RIGHTS. 

About a year ago the Executors of Rich- 
ard Mortimer, to whose estate belongs the tri- 
angular piece of property at the Bowery and 
Division-street, obtained a verdict against the 
Manhattan and Metropolitan Elevated Railroad 
Companies. who were joined as defendants in 
the action, of $6,908 for damages occasioned by 
the elevated structure on the Division-street 
side of the property. The verdict of the court 
below has since been affirmed by the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court, and the 
legal questions involved are now awaiting ad- 


judication in the Court of Appeals. <A second 
suib was immediately begun by the Executors of 
Mortimer to recover damuges for injuries to the 
Bowery side of the property, and a verdict for 
$7,259 was obtained on the trial. The trial of a 
third action, by the same parties, to recover 
$50,000 from the Manhattan Elevated Railroad 
Company for loss of rental value of the same 
property since the first action for damages was 
brought, or from May 30, 1882, to July 28, 
1886, was concluded yesterday before Chiet- 
Judge Sedgwick, in the Superior Court, and the 
jury was instructed to hand in a sealed verdict 
this morning. The plaintiffs assert that during 
the period anecified the rental value of the prop- 
erty has depreciated at least one-half. 

During the trial several objections raised by 
Col. E. C. James, counsel for the elevated road, 
were considered to be so important by the Chief- 
Justice that though he overruled them at the 
time he stated to counsel that he shouid wish to 
hear argument on them after a verdict had been 
rendered, Col. James’s contention was that the 
Bowery was an ancient Dutch street. opened be- 
fore the English occupation in 1664, and that 
Division-street was laid out on lands conveyed 
by Duteh ground-brief. It was asserted that by 
the Dutch law the owners of lots adjoining 
streets laid out by the Dutch, or streets laid out 
upon lands conveyed originally by Dutch 
ground-briefs, have no easements, as they 
do in streets under the English law, 
and that by the terms of the sur- 
render of the Dutch to the Enghsh 
the realestate rights which had then become 
fixed were preserved inviolable, and consequent- 
ly adjoining owners at present have no other 
riguts than original owners. As to the claim 
for loss of rental value of the premises Col. 
James stated that at the time of Mortimer's 
death in 1882 the whole premises were under a 
lease for five years from 1880-1885. The action 
in question was brought in July, 1886, and the 
plaintiffs claim damages from 1882 to 1886. The 
defendants, however, contend that a recov- 
ery can be bad only from the date when the 
outstanding lease expired and the plaintiffs had 
the right to rent the property again. 

Chief-Justice Sedgwick favored this view, and 
directed the jury, in finding damages, to find 
two separate sums, one for damages to May, 
1885, and the other from May, 1885, to the be- 
ginning of the action. Tne defendants also 
claimed that by the will of Richard Mortimer a 
trust was created to continue for the lives of bis 
widow and two grandchildren, which was void 
as against the statute of perpetuities. 

These three questions were reserved by the 
court for argument, after verdict rendered, with 
a view to dismissing the case or cutting the re- 
covery down to the sum ailowed since May, 
1885, in ease the court should find the claim of 
defeudants correct. John E. Parsons was coun- 
sel for the plaintiffs. 
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BIG BUILDINGS Al AUCTION. 
SALE OF THE ORIENT, IN WALL-STREET, 
AND OTHER PROPERTY. 

The Orient Building, the seven-story 
marble-front office structure at 41 and 43 Wall- 
street. was sold at auction yesterday at the 
Real Estate Exchange. Notice of the sale 
brought out a crowd of moneyed buyers, includ- 
ing Eugene Kelly, H. H. Cammann, L. J. Car- 
penter, George R. Read, M. A. Ruland, Horace 
8. Ely, L. Toplitz, Edward T. Young, and Louis 


Hammersley. The first bid for the property 
was made by Mr. Hammersley, who offered 
$300,000. From thatsum the bidding went by 
jumps of $25,000 to $400,000, and from that on 
to $450,500 the advances were made in smaller 
figures. Then Eugene Kelly, the banker, bid 
$452,000, and took the building. The property 
yields in rentals about $38,750 a year, and the 
cost of elevators, taxes, &c., is put at about 
$10,000 a year. 

There was active bidding also on the five-story 
apartment houses at 1,303-1,309 Lexington- 
avenue, which have rentals of $6,200 a year. 
A. E. Henshal bought the pro ty for $61,600. 

Another feature of the day WH the sale of a 
long list of securities, which ranged all the way 
from Chemical Bank stuck, 25 shares of which 
sold at $3,400 a share, down-to a number of job 
lots of mining stocks, which went for a dollar or 
two for the lot. Seventy-five shares of Fourth 
National Bank stock went for 1414. Five bun- 
dred shares of Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
common stock, which was way down a little 
while ago, sold at 6919 and 70, while 200 shares 
of the preferred brought 2419, both showing a 
notable advance. Among the curiosities of the 
sale were an eight-hundred-dollar subscription 
to the Yellowstone National Park Improvement 
Company, which brought $2; 5,000 one-dollar 
shares of the Georgetown Eureka Mining Com- 
pany, $15 for the lot; 250 one-hundred-dollar 
shares of the Accessory Transit Company of 
Nicaragua, $100 for the lot, and 1,000 five-dol- 
lar shares of the Keystone Silver Mining Com- 
pany, $4 for the lot,

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AS IO SUNDAY CONCERTS. 
JUDGE DALY DOES NOT BELIEVE IN 
FAVORITISM. 

In accordance with the instructions of 
Mayor Hewitt, Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Turner and Ogden began proceedings before 
Judge Daly, in the Court of Common Pleas, yes- 
terday, for the revocation of the license of 
George G. Shelly, the manager of the Palm Gar- 
den in Fourteenth-street, near Third-avenue. 
Mayor Hewitt desires the closing of places in 
which theatrical or musical performances are 
given accompanied by the sale of spirituous 
liquors in the auditorium, and the Palm Garden 


was selected as an appropriate place with which 
to begin. Mr. Shelly said that while he did not 
want bis license revoked he was willing to give 
itup. He said that the place belonged to a 
brewing firm. 

After two policemen had testified to secing 
liquor sold in the auditorium while perform- 
ances were taking place on the stage, the fact 
that Sunday evening concerts were accustome 
to be given at the Palm Garden was meutioned. 
Mr. Shelly protested that they were of the strict- 
est religious character,when Judge Daly wanted 
to know why all Sunday eveuing concerts were 
not stopped and why the Palm Garden was 
selected for prosecution ? 

Mr. Turner replied that the Mayor especially 
advised the prosecution of that place because of 
its immorality. 

Judge Daly expressed his opinion rather 
forcibiy that if Suuday evening concertsin the 
Paim Garden were to be suppressed, then all 
other Sunday evening concerts ought to be sup- 
pressed. 

The present proceeding not including the 
Crop of the legality of Sunday concerts, by 

udge Daly’s suggestion it was suspended uptil 
Messrs. Turner and Ogden can consult with the 
Mayor upon the propriety of its inclusion.

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PAUCKNERWS AWHUL CRIME... 
HE FATALLY WOUNDED HIS WIFE AND 
THEN KILLED HIMSEL¥. 


Frank Pauckner, a bright young Austrian, 
who came to America 10 years ago, and who on 
Sept. 7 last married Addie H. Kinkade, was ar- 
raigned in Justice Walsh’s court, in Brooklyn, 
yesterday, charged with abandonment. His 
wife had left him two weeks ago. and had re- 
turned to her father, Moses Kinkade, a carpen- 
ter, who lives on the second floor of 127 Second- 
place. Justice Walsh refused to settle the case, 
and advised the yeung people to go home and 


begin their married life anew. They left the 
court room shortly after noon and went direct to 
the home of the girl’s father. 

There they staid arguing their affairs until 
2:30 o'clock. when Pauckner suddenly drew a 
revolver from his hip pocket and fired three 
shots at his wife. Her mother, who had gone 
back to the kitchen, heard the reports and ran 
quickly toward the front room. Before she 
reached the room the sound of another shot 
startled her,’ and upon opening the door she 
found her daughter lying at full length on the 
floor with blood gushing trom two ugly 
wounds in her face. Her husband lay near 
her with a bullet hole through his head. 
The woman was lying on _ wher back, 
but struggled to her feet as her mother entered, 
and fell into the latter’s arms. Mrs. Kinkade 
picked her up bodily and stumbled down stairs 
with her burden and out into the street. She 
dragged the limp body over the ice and snow to 
the corner of South-street, where she carried it 
into a grocery store. A great crowd had gath- 
ered, and when an ambulance arrived from the 
Long Island College Hospital a passageway 
through the throng of people had to be made by 
the aid of policemen’s clubs. 

The surgeon examined the girl and found, in 
addition to the two holes in her face, a third one 
inthe back of her head. She was at once re- 
moved to the hospital, where she regained con- 
sciousness, but the physicians would not let her 
talk to any one. She cannot possibly live more 
than two days, and ‘er death was hourly ex- 
pected last night. 

Pauckner had died almost instantly. The 
fourth bullet from the pistol had traveled 
straight to the brain and had imbedded itself 
there. The body was taken to the Morgue, 

Pauckner was about 30 years of age, fairly 
well educated. and earned good wages as a 
machinist in the iron foundry of Bliss & Co., at 
17 Adams-street, Brooklyn. For a time after his 
marriage he and his wife kept house at 392 
Sackett-street, but he had become very jealous 
for some unknown reason, and two weeks ago, 
after a violent quarrel, his wife left him and re- 
turned to her mother. Pauckner then refused 
to support his wife while she refused to live 
with him. She therenpon swore out a warrant 
for his arrest, and his appearance in court yes- 
terday was in answer to that summons. He had 
a friend with him who agreed to go bail for him. 

Mrs. Kinkade, the mother of the girl, said last 
night that Pauckner admitted to her that his 
jealousy was unfounded. He said the only 
trouble was that Addie spent too much money. 
When Justice Walsh dismissed the case yester- 
day she said everything looked bright. Pauck- 
ner kissed his wife in the court room, and on the 
way home laughed and joked about young peo- 
»le who separate for foolish reasons. At the 
nouse he ot oi to be ina very good humor, 
and wanted Mrs. Kinkade to suggest some basis 
for a settlement of bis disagreement with his 
wife over money matters. Tnat lady refused to 
do this and left the room to attend to her house- 
hold duties. An hour later she heard the shots, 
What conversation took place during that hour 
and led to the double tragedy will probably 
never be known.

IRYING FIRE CHIEF GICQUETD, 
HIS EXPLANATION OF CHARGES BROUGHT 
AGAINST HIM. 

Several complaints against members of 
the Fire Department were tried before Commis- 
sioners Purroy and Croker yesterday morning. 
All of thése were for minor offenses, except 
the case of Chief Benjamin A. Gicquel of the 
Seventh Battalion. He was accused by Leon 
Fernandez of 66 Irving-place with being intox- 


icated while in uniform, and also of failing to 
report to Chief Lally of the Fifth Battalion ata 
fire on Jan. 10. 

Fernandez testified that about 10 o'clock P. 
M. Jan. 9, he and several friends entered a 
saloon in West Tenth-street and found Chief 
Gicquel leaning against the bar very much the 
worse for liquor. When he saw witness he 
tripped him with his foot, causing Fernandez to 
fall to the floor. Gicquel was in uniform at the 
time. Chief Thomas Lally claimed to have ar- 
rived first at the fire at 118 Gansevoort-street 
Jan. 10, and accordingly assumed command. 
After he had distributed his men he saw Chief 
Gicquel coming out of the building, and he or- 
dered him to the roof. Gicquel made some retort, 
but obeyed. When the fire had been put under 
control they again met on the third floor of the 
building. They had some words here, and 
Gicquel abused the witness roundly. The wit- 
ness denied chat there had been any ill feeling 
existing between them previously. 

Chief Gicquel gave a very different version of 
both events. He admitted being on duty when 
he went into Roeber’s saloon, but he explained 
that his family was away from home at the 
time and be had only gone into get a sand- 
wich. Before doing so he covered his fatigue 
uniform with a light Spring overcoat and put on 
aderby hat. He wasnot intoxicated nor did he 
drink anything while in the saloon. His trip- 
ping of Fernandez, whom he knew, was entirely 
accidental. a his failure to report to 
Chief Lally, Gicquel said that he did not see 
Lally when he first arrived, and, instead of 
wasting time to hunt him upand report, he went 
to work at once on the fire. He denied abusing 
or even using any disrespectful language toward 
Lally at the fire. When they met Lally ordered 
him to the rvof in a brutal and uncalled-for man- 
ner, but he obeyed without saying anything in 
return. The witness also,said that chete had 
been bad blood between himself ana Lally for a 
long time. 

The Commissioners reserved their decision for 
the present, though the charge of intoxication 
wasjpractically dismissed as being without foun- 
dation. A similar disposition of the other charge 
is expected by weil-informed mem bers of the 
department. 
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BOUGHT IVES’S YACHT TILLIB. 
The Tillie, the steam yacht which got a 
good deal of celebrity as the property of Henry 
8. Ives, was sold at auction yesterday at 29 
Burling-slip. She brought $85,000 when Ives 
bought her from William H. Starbuck, but yes- 


terday she was sold to Vernon H. Brown of the 
Cunard Line for $26,500. A number of owners 
of steam yachts were present at the sale, but 
Mr. Brown got her without much trouble. He 
declined yesterday to talk about his purchase. 
Of the $85,000 Eves agreed to pay for the Tillie 
only $25,000 was in cash. Last Fall a mortgage 
on the yacht, given to Starbuck by Ives, for 
$60,000 was recorded at the Custom House. 
The sale yesterday was under a foreclosure of 
this mortgage. A protest as to the legality of 
the sale was made on behalf of Ives's Assignee, 
William Nelson Cromwell. It is charged that 
the sale was not made under a suit, but by a 
simple notice of a foreclosure,

MRS. LANGTRY’S FENCE. 
Superintendent Richardson of the Bureau 
of Incumbrances last week ordered an investi- 
gation of the report that Mrs. Langtry had pro-

‘“‘Upon inspection I find that the entire courtyard 
fronting 361 West Twenty-third-street, a space 50 
feet in width and extending 14 feet 9% inches out 
from the building line of the street, is inclosed with 
a fence 7 feet 6 inches in height. There are two 
gateways, 8 feet 5 inches wide, for carriages to enter 
and leave the space inclosed by the fence. On each 
side of the gateways there stands a brick pier 8 feet 
6 inches high and 214s inches square, and each of the 
4 brick piers is surmounted by ornamental lamps. 
The erection and maintenance of this fence is a direct 
Violation of the law, as it is using the public side- 
walk for personal and private uses.”

He found 
that he had only $12 instead of $1,200 to pay 
with. So“ Bill” cameto Flynn’s aid and ad- 
vanced the necessary money. The transaction 
struck Markstone rather queerly at the time, but 
was innocent, and so he- trusted “ Father 

i.” 

Recently Mr. Markstone came to the conclu- 
sion that he had been swindled. So now he has 
brought suit in the Supreme Court of Kings 
County to recover $5,000 damages or the mare. 
In his answer ‘Father Bill” of course denies 
that he wasin cullusion with Flynn to secure 
the mare for less than she was worth. He as- 
serts that he isn’t that kind ofa man. It was a 
sort of charitable act on his part that induced 
him totake the mare off Flynn’s bands when 
the latter was sick of her. He says in his an- 
swer to the suit brought by Markstone that he 
offercd to let him have the mare back for $1,200, 
but Markstone says that Daly wanted $5,000 
for her. Daly will have a chance to prove the 
innocence of his motives when the suit is tried 
next month. To those who know the crafty old 
schemer this effort om his part will prove very

LA GASCOGNE’S MISHAP. 

The passengers of the Compagnie Géné- 
rale Transatlantique steamship LaGascogne were 
all decidedly glad to get into port yesterday. 
They had expected, when leaving Havre late in 
the afternoon of Jan. 7, to arrive here at the 


outside by Monday morning. They reached the 
bar yesterday morning at 1:30 o’clock, and were 
landed at the French line pier about 2 o’cleck in 
the afternoon. This is a fate that has not be- 
fallen passengers on @ French line steamer since 
the new steamers were added to the fleet. 

The La Guscogne had arough passage almost 
from the start. During the whole trip strong 
southwesterly gales were encountered and the 
seas were very heavy. OuJan. 10 the weather 
was particularly rough and the steamer made 
slow progress. The next day was no improve- 
ment, and yet the vessel would not have made 
a remarkably slow trip hal the machinery held 
out. Early inéhe morning of Jan. 11 the head 
of the high-pressure cylinder was cracked. 
Headway was kept up by using the low-pressure 
cylinders, and repairing was at once begun on 
the broken head. During the llth and the two 
succeeding days the steamer lay to for 52 hours, 
and the rest of the time proceeded at much di- 
minished speed. After the accident was repaired 
she could not make her usual speed. The pas- 
sengers all praise Capt. Santelli for his excellent 
management of the steamer and for his care for 
their comfort.

The competition of 
Sing Sing Prison with the laundriesin this city is 
injuring them, inasmuch as it does the work for less 
than they can aiford, and now launders about 75 
per cent. of all the shirts thatare made in this city 
and vicinity.
